Using archival materials displayed on the orchestra and first-balcony levels of Symphony 
Hall, this season's BSO Archives exhibit recognizes three significant anniversaries. 

CELEBRATING THE BERNSTEIN CENTENNIAL 

Anticipating the iooth anniversary on August 25, 2018, of Leonard Bernstein's birth, 
the Archives has assembled materials documenting Bernstein's Boston roots and his 
deep, lifelong connection with the BSO, Tanglewood, and the Boston Pops. 

• An exhibit in the Brooke Corridor focuses on Bernstein's early connections with Boston 
and the BSO. 

• An exhibit case on the first balcony, audience-right, is devoted to the world premiere of 
Bernstein's opera Trouble in Tahiti on June 12, 1952, as part of a Creative Arts Festival 
at Brandeis University in which many BSO members performed. 

• An exhibit case on the first balcony, audience-left, documents BSO performances of Bee¬ 
thoven's Missa Solemnis at Tanglewood in 1951,1955, and 1971 led by Leonard Bernstein in 
memory of his mentor, BSO conductor Serge Koussevitzlcy. 

• A display in the Cabot-Cahners Room of photographs, musical scores, and memorabilia 
documents the BSO premieres of works by Leonard Bernstein and B SO-commissioned 
works by Bernstein himself. 

MARKING THE IOOTH ANNIVERSARY OF THE BSO'S FIRST RECORDINGS IN 1917 

One hundred years ago the BSO traveled to Camden, New Jersey, to make its very first 
recordings for the Victor Talking Machine Co. (later RCA Victor). 

• An exhibit near the backstage door in the Brooke Corridor focuses on the turbulent World 
War I era during which the BSO's first recordings were made. 

• A display on the first balcony, audience-left, documents the BSO’s first recording sessions 
of October 2-5,1917.

ORCHESTRAS (BYSO) 

• In the Hatch Corridor, material on loan from the BYSO Archives documents both its own 
history and its ongoing partnership with the BSO.

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Having celebrated his twentieth anniversary as Boston Pops Conductor in 2015, Keith 
Lockhart is the second longest-tenured conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra since its 
founding in 1885. He took over as conductor in 1995, following John Williams's thirteen- 
year tenure from 1980 to 1993; Mr. Williams succeeded the legendary Arthur Fiedler, who 
was at the helm of the orchestra for nearly fifty years. During his tenure, Keith Lockhart 
has significantly expanded Pops programming, focused on national annual touring, and 
participated in major media events. He has solidified the orchestra's place in the fabric of 
the New England community and has led the Boston Pops in countless performance situ¬ 
ations. The list of more than 250 guest artists with whom he has collaborated is a virtual 
"who's who" of performers and pop culture icons. 

Keith Lockhart, who occupies the Julian and Eunice Cohen Boston Pops Conductor chair, 
has conducted more than 1,900 Boston Pops concerts, most of which have taken place 
during the orchestra's spring and holiday seasons in Boston's historic Symphony Hall. 
Mr. Lockhart has also led annual Boston Pops appearances at Tanglewood, 43 national 
tours to more than 150 cities in 38 states, and four international tours to Japan and Korea. 
He and the Pops have made 79 television shows and participated in such high-profile 
sporting events as Super Bowl XXXVI, the 2008 NBA finals, the 2013 Boston Red Sox 
Ring Ceremony, and the Red Sox Opening Day game at Fenway Park in 2009. The annual 
July 4 Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular draws a live audience of over half a million to 
the Charles River Esplanade and millions more who view it on television or live webcast. 
Last year, with Eaton Vance as presenting sponsor and Bloomberg exclusive media partner, 
the Pops organization presented its first self-produced Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular, 
which was broadcast on Bloomberg Television and all its media outlets. Both companies 
made initial three-year commitments to the event in 2017. 



Mr. Lockhart has led eight albums on the RCA Victor/BMG Classics label, including two— 
The Celtic Album and The Latin Album— that earned Grammy nominations. Recent releases 
on Boston Pops Recordings include The Red Sox Album, A Boston Pops Christmas-Live 
from Symphony Hall , and The Dream Lives On: A Portrait of the Kennedy Brothers , which 
was a Boston Pops commission premiered in 2010 during the orchestra's 125th season. 
Released at the beginning of the 2017 Pops season, Lights , Camera...Music! Six Decades of 
John Williams features Keith Lockhart leading the Boston Pops in a collection of Williams 
compositions from the 1960s onward, some of which can be considered rarities. 

Programming-wise, Keith Lockhart has put an increased focus on musical theater, attracting 
such leading Broadway artists as Kristen Chenoweth, Idina Menzel, Kelli O'Hara, Berna¬ 
dette Peters, and Billy Porter to the Pops stage. He has worked closely with hundreds of 
talented young musicians, including Fellows of the Tanglewood Music Center, college 
students from the Boston Conservatory and Berklee College of Music, and area high 
school students. He introduced the PopSearch talent competition and the innovative 
JazzFest and EdgeFest series, featuring prominent jazz and indie artists performing with 
the Pops. He is dedicated to building and updating the Boston Pops library of music, which 
contains over five thousand arrangements. 

With a renewed commitment to bring the Boston Pops into the Boston community and 
to important civic events, Keith Lockhart and the Pops have appeared at gubernatorial 
and mayoral inauguration ceremonies; the annual tree lighting in Boston's Public Garden; 
sporting events including Red Sox, Patriots, Bruins, and Celtics games; and the memorial 
service for the Boston Marathon bombing victims. He has led free concerts in such major 
public spaces as Boston Common and Franklin Park, and each holiday season brings 
members of the Pops to play for patients at Children's Hospital. 

Perhaps the most significant key to Keith Lockhart's success is his ability to connect pas¬ 
sionately with audiences through his engaging programs, his commitment to speaking 
directly from the stage with fascinating insights into the music, and his inherent under¬ 
standing of the importance of what sets the Pops experience apart from a traditional 
orchestra concert—an atmosphere of music-making that is both fun and entertaining for 
music lovers of all ages. 

Having just completed an eight-year tenure as principal conductor, Keith Lockhart is now 
chief guest conductor of the BBC Concert Orchestra in London, which he led in the June 
2012 Diamond Jubilee Concert for Queen Elizabeth II; he is also artistic director of the 
Brevard Music Center summer institute and festival in North Carolina. Prior to his BBC 
appointment, he spent eleven years as music director of the Utah Symphony, which he 
led at the 2002 Olympic Winter Games in Salt Lake City. He has appeared as a guest 
conductor with virtually every major symphonic ensemble in North America, as well as 
many prestigious orchestras in Asia and Europe. Prior to coming to Boston, he was the 
associate conductor of both the Cincinnati Symphony and Cincinnati Pops orchestras, as 
well as music director of the Cincinnati Chamber Orchestra. Born in Poughkeepsie, NY, 
Keith Lockhart began his musical studies with piano lessons at the age of seven. He holds 
degrees from Furman University and Carnegie Mellon University, and honorary doctor¬ 
ates from several American universities. Visit keithlockhart.com for further information. 
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In a career spanning six decades, John Williams has become one of America's most 
accomplished and successful composers for film and for the concert stage; he remains 
one of our nation's most distinguished and contributive musical voices. In January 1980, 
Mr. Williams was named nineteenth conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra, succeed¬ 
ing the legendary Arthur Fiedler. He currently holds the title of George and Roberta 
Berry Boston Pops Conductor Laureate, which he assumed following his retirement in 
December 1993, after fourteen highly successful seasons. He also holds the title of Artist- 
in- Residence at Tanglewood. In addition, he maintains thriving artistic relationships 
with many of the world's great orchestras. His 40-year artistic partnership with director 
Steven Spielberg has resulted in such acclaimed and successful films as Schindler's List, 

E.T. The Extra-Terrestrial, Jaws, Jurassic Park, Close Encounters of the Third Kind, the Indiana 
Jones films, Lincoln, Saving Private Ryan, War Horse, The Adventures of Tintin, Amistad, 
Munich, Hook, Catch Me If You Can, Minority Report, A.I. Artificial Intelligence , and Empire 
of the Sun. Mr. Williams also composed the scores for all eight Star Wars films, the first 
three Harry Potter films, Superman, JFK, Born on the Fourth of July, Memoirs of a Geisha, Far 
and Away, The Accidental Tourist, Home Alone, Nixon, The Patriot, The Book Thief, Angela's 
Ashes, Seven Years in Tibet, The Witches of Eastwick, Rosewood, Sleepers, Sabrina, Presumed 
Innocent, The Cowboys, The Reivers , and Goodbye, Mr. Chips , among many others. His most 
recent film project was Spielberg's The Post. He has worked with such legendary directors 
as Alfred Hitchcock, William Wyler, and Robert Altman. He adapted the score for the 
film version of Fiddler on the Roof, for which he composed original violin cadenzas for 
renowned virtuoso Isaac Stern. He has appeared on recordings as pianist and conductor 
with Itzhak Perlman, Joshua Bell, Jessye Norman, and others. Mr. Williams has received 
five Academy Awards and a total of fifty-one Oscar nominations, making him the Acade¬ 
my's most-nominated living person. He also has received seven British Academy Awards 



(BAFTA), twenty-four Grammys, four Golden Globes, five Emmys, and numerous gold and 
platinum records. 

A composition student of Mario Castelnuovo-Tedesco, Mr. Williams also studied piano at 
the Juilliard School with Madame Rosina Lhevinne. He began his career in the film industry 
working with such accomplished composers as Bernard Herrmann, Alfred Newman, and 
Franz Waxman. He went on to write music for more than 200 television films for the 
groundbreaking, early anthology series Alcoa Theatre , Kraft Television Theatre , Chrysler 
Theatre , and Playhouse 90. His more recent contributions to television music include 
themes for NBC Nightly News ("The Mission"), the theme for what has become network 
television's longest-running series, NBC's Meet the Press , and the prestigious PBS arts 
showcase Great Performances. 

Mr. Williams has composed numerous works for the concert stage, among them two sym¬ 
phonies, and concertos for flute, oboe, violin, clarinet, viola, and tuba. His cello concerto 
was commissioned by the Boston Symphony Orchestra and premiered by Yo-Yo Ma at 
Tanglewood in 1994. Mr. Williams also has filled commissions by several of the world's 
leading orchestras, including a bassoon concerto for the New York Philharmonic, a trum¬ 
pet concerto for the Cleveland Orchestra, and a horn concerto for the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra. "Seven for Luck," a seven-piece song cycle for soprano and orchestra based on 
texts by former U.S. Poet Laureate Rita Dove, was premiered by the Boston Symphony at 
Tanglewood in 1998. And at the opening concert of their 2009-10 season, James Levine led 
the Boston Symphony in the premiere of Mr. Williams's "On Willows and Birches," a new 
concerto for harp and orchestra. 

One of America's best-known and most distinctive artistic voices, Mr. Williams has com¬ 
posed music for many important cultural and commemorative events, including "Liberty 
Fanfare" for the rededication of the Statue of Liberty in 1986, "American Journey" for the 
America's Millennium concert in Washington, D.C., on New Year's Eve 1999, and "Sound¬ 
ings" for the gala opening of Walt Disney Concert Hall in Los Angeles. In the world of sport, 
he has contributed musical themes for the 1984,1988, and 1996 Summer Olympic Games, 
and the 2002 Winter Olympic Games. 

Mr. Williams holds honorary degrees from twenty-one American universities, including 
The Juilliard School, Harvard University, Boston College, Northeastern University, Tufts 
University, Boston University, the New England Conservatory of Music, the University 
of Massachusetts at Boston, The Eastman School of Music, the Oberlin Conservatory of 
Music, and the University of Southern California. He is a recipient of the 2009 National 
Medal of Arts, the highest award given to artists by the United States Government. In 2003 
he received the Olympic Order, the IOC's highest honor, for his contributions to the Olym¬ 
pic movement. He served as the Grand Marshal of the 2004 Rose Parade in Pasadena, and 
was a recipient of the Kennedy Center Honor in December 2004. In 2016, he received the 
AFI's Life Achievement Award, the first time this award has been given to a composer. In 
January 2009, Mr. Williams composed and arranged "Air and Simple Gifts" especially for 
the inaugural ceremony of President Barack Obama. 
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In 2018 the Boston Pops, affectionately called 
"America's Orchestra," enters its 133rd season 
of entertaining audiences in Boston and beyond. 
Boston Pops Conductor Keith Lockhart marks 
his 24th year at the helm of the orchestra. 

The season's major focus is a celebration of 
the music of Leonard Bernstein—a towering, 
multi-faceted, and influential artistic figure of 
the 20th century—marking the centennial of his birth in Lawrence, Massachusetts. 


When Civil War veteran Henry Lee Higginson founded the Boston Symphony Orchestra 
in 1881, he called its establishment "the dream of my life." From the start he intended to 
present, in the warmer months, concerts of light classics and the popular music of the 
day. From a practical perspective, Higginson realized that these "lighter" performances, 
to be called "Promenade Concerts," would provide year-round employment for his 
musicians, and in 1885 he was able to fulfill his vision. In May of that year—a little more 
than a month before the inaugural "Promenade Concert"—German-born conductor 
Adolf Neuendorff, under the aegis of the BSO, conducted a series of "Popular Concerts" 
in the Boston Music Hall, where the audience sat in typical concert seating and no 
refreshments were served. On July 11,1885, Neuendorff—who became the first conduc¬ 
tor of the Pops, before that name was officially adopted—led the first official "Prome¬ 
nade Concert," distinguished from "Popular Concerts" by virtue of seating (tables and 
chairs instead of auditorium-style rows), program format (three parts divided by two 
intermissions, during which patrons could promenade around the concert hall), and 
the availability of food and beverages. For the rest of the 19th century, although for¬ 
mally called "Promenade Concerts," they continued to be referred to informally as 
"Popular," which eventually became shortened to "Pops," the name officially adopted 
in 1900. The following year the orchestra performed for the first time in its new home, 
Symphony Hall. Not only is this performance space acoustically outstanding, it was also 
designed, at Higginson's insistence, so that the rows of floor seats for Boston Symphony

concerts could be replaced by 
tables and chairs for Pops con¬ 
certs. To this day, patrons sit¬ 
ting at the cabaret-style tables 
can enjoy food and drink, along 
with the kind of musical enter¬ 
tainment only the Boston Pops 
can provide. 
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Some people may not realize 
that there were seventeen 

Pops conductors, beginning with the aforementioned Adolf Neuendorff, who preceded 
Arthur Fiedler, the first American-born musician to lead the orchestra. In his nearly 

50-year tenure as Pops Conductor (1930- 
1979), Arthur Fiedler established the Boston 
Pops as a national icon. He moved the Pops 
beyond its origins in light-classical music 
into the world of pop culture, showcasing the 
popular artists of the day as well as the work 
of young American composers and arrangers. 
Mr. Fiedler organized the first free outdoor 
orchestral concerts on the Charles River 
Esplanade that led to Boston's now-famous 
Fourth of July concert, established the Pops 
as the most recorded orchestra in history- 
including the best-seller "Jalousie"—and intro¬ 
duced the Evening at Pops television series, bringing the orchestra into the living rooms of 
countless Americans. 



When John Williams (1980-1993) succeeded Arthur Fiedler, he was the most highly 
acclaimed composer in Hollywood, and today, 
with 51 Academy Award nominations, he is the 
most-nominated living person in Academy his¬ 
tory. With the Pops, Mr. Williams continued the 
orchestra's prolific recording tradition with a series 
of best-selling albums for the Philips and Sony 
Classical labels, broadened and updated the Pops 
repertoire—commissioning new compositions and 
introducing new arrangements of Boston Pops 
classics— and entertained audiences with live

scores. He traveled extensively with the 
Pops both nationally and international¬ 
ly, leading the Pops on its first tours to 
Japan. Mr. Williams also brought a bit of 
Hollywood to the Pops stage, with special 
appearances by Steven Spielberg, Martin 
Scorsese, and Frank Langella, not to mention Darth Vader, R2D2, and C3PO. 


Having led more than 1,900 Boston Pops concerts in his 23-year tenure, Keith Lockhart 
(1995-present) has created programs that reach out to a broader and younger audience 
by presenting artists—both established performers and rising stars—from virtually every 
corner of the entertainment world, all the while maintaining the Pops' appeal to its core 

audience. He has made 79 television shows, led 43 
national and four overseas tours with the Boston 
Pops Esplanade Orchestra, led the Pops at several 
high-profile sports events, and recorded fourteen 
albums. Mr. Lockhart's tenure has been marked 
by a dramatic increase in touring, the orchestra's 
first Grammy nominations, the first major network 
national broadcast of the Fourth-of-July spectacu¬ 
lar from the Esplanade, and the release of the Bos¬ 
ton Pops' first self-produced and self-distributed 
recordings. In 2017 the Pops opened a new page 
in its history, as the Pops organization presented 
its first self-produced Boston Pops Fireworks 
Spectacular. This year the Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular will mark its 45th year as 
one of the nation's proudest holiday traditions. Eaton Vance, a leading global asset man¬ 
ager based in Boston, is the presenting sponsor of the Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular 
and Bloomberg, the global business and financial information and news leader, is a major 
sponsor and media partner; both companies made initial three-year commitments to the 
event in 2017.

(Thoroughly Modern Millie, Anything Goes, 
and TVLand's Younger ) and Leslie Odom, Jr. 

(Hamilton and the recent film Murder on the 
Orient Express ) grace the Symphony Hall stage 
with encore performances, and British vocal 
sensation Alfie Boe, who joined the Pops for 
last summer's Quadrophenia concert at Tangle- 
wood, headlines a "Rock the Pops" evening. The 
perennially favorite "John Williams' Film Night" 
is led this year by Mr. Williams and BSO Youth and Family Concerts Conductor Thomas 
Wilkins. Mr. Wilkins also leads two concerts celebrating "The Best of the Boston Pops," 
highlighted by a performance of Rhapsody in Blue. Keith Lockhart leads "Disney's Broadway 
Hits," featuring beloved songs from Beauty and the Beast, The Little Mermaid, Aladdin, The 
Lion King, and more. "Dance to the Movies," hosted by the multi-talented Lesley Ann War¬ 
ren, brings together noted pros from Dancing with the Stars and So You Think You Can Dance 
and finalists from American Idol and The Voice for fresh interpretations of iconic moments 
from musical films. Conductor Charles Floyd, the Boston Pops Gospel Choir, and guest 
Melinda Doolittle join forces for the always rousing and inspirational Gospel Night. The 
winners of the Fidelity Young Artists Competition have the opportunity of a lifetime when 
they perform at a Pops concert. 

As Keith Lockhart describes it, "All of us at the Boston Pops are thrilled to be part of the 
worldwide centennial celebration of Leonard Bernstein, one of the most remarkable and 
influential cultural figures in this country's history. Since the Boston Pops is renowned for 
its wide-ranging repertoire and its beautiful ability to convey the essence of a great array 
of musical genres and styles, I can't think of a more perfect ensemble to bring out the 
very best in Bernstein's most popular and beloved works. Bernstein's passion for music 
was so all-consuming and his image so ubiquitous that it is fair to say he influenced every 
American musician of my generation. We were all swept along, and all wanted to be, well, 
just like him. I hope 
music lovers near and 
far will join us for a 
season that celebrates 
both Leonard Bern¬ 
stein's musical genius 
and many of the most 
extraordinary artists of 
our own time."

The talented performers who joined Keith Lockhart and the Boston Pops in saluting America's greatest living composer 
for the musical theater take their curtain call for "Sondheim on Sondheim." (right) 
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The first home of the Boston Symphony Orchestra was the old Boston 
Music Hall, which stood downtown where the Orpheum Theatre now 
stands, held about 2,400 seats, and was threatened in 1893 by the 
city's road-building/rapid transit project. That summer, the BSO's 
founder, Major Henry Lee Higginson, organized a corporation to finance 
a new and permanent home for the orchestra. On October 15,1900— 
some seven years and $750,000 later—the new hall was opened. The 
inaugural gala concluded with a performance of Beethoven's Missa 
Solemnis under the direction of then music director Wilhelm Gericke. 


At Higginson's insistence, the architects—McKim, Mead & White of New 
York—engaged Wallace Clement Sabine, a young assistant professor 
of physics at Harvard, as their acoustical consultant, and Symphony Hall 
became the first auditorium designed in accordance with scientifically-derived acousti¬ 
cal principles. It is now ranked as one of the three best concert halls in the world, along 
with Amsterdam's Concertgebouw and Vienna's Musikverein. Bruno Walter called it "the 
most noble of American concert halls," and Herbert von Karajan, comparing it to the 
Musikverein, noted that "for much music, it is even better...because of the slightly lower 
reverberation time." 


Symphony Hall is 61 feet high, 75 feet wide, and 125 feet long from the lower back wall 
to the front of the stage. The walls of the stage slope inward to help focus the sound. The 
side balconies are shallow so as not to trap any of the sound, and though the rear balconies 
are deeper, sound is properly reflected from the back walls. The recesses of the coffered 
ceiling help distribute the sound throughout the hall, as do the statue-filled niches along 
the three sides. The auditorium itself is centered within the building, with corridors and 
offices insulating it from noise outside. The leather seats are the ones installed for the 
hall's opening in 1900. With the exception of the wood floors, the hall is built of brick, 
steel, and plaster, with only a moderate amount of decoration, the original, more ornate 
plans for the building's exterior having been much simplified as a cost-reducing measure. 
But as architecture critic Robert Campbell has observed, upon penetrating the "outer car¬ 
ton" one discovers "the gift within—the lovely ornamented interior, with its delicate play 
of grays, its statues, its hint of giltwork, and, at concert time, its sculptural glitter of instru¬ 
ments on stage." 

Symphony Hall was designed so that the rows of seats could be replaced by tables for 
Pops concerts. For BSO concerts, the hall seats 2,625. For Pops concerts, the capacity 


BSO conductor Wilhelm Gericke, who led the Symphony Hall inaugural concert, BSO Archives 
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is 2,371, including 241 small tables on the main floor. To accommodate this flexible sys¬ 
tem—an innovation in 1900—an elevator, still in use, was built into the Symphony Hall 
floor. Once a year the five Symphony Hall chandeliers are lowered to the floor and all 394 
lightbulbs are changed. The sixteen replicas of Greek and Roman statues—ten of mythical 
subjects, six of actual historical figures—are related to music, art, and literature. The stat¬ 
ues were donated by a committee of 200 Symphony-goers and cast by P.P. Caproni and 
Brother, Boston, makers of plaster reproductions for public buildings and art schools. They 
were not ready for the opening concert, but appeared one by one during the first two 
seasons. 

The Symphony Hall organ, an Aeolian-Skinner designed by G. Donald Harrison and 
installed in 1949, is considered one of the finest concert hall organs in the world. The 
console was autographed by Albert Schweitzer, who expressed his best wishes for the 
organ's tone. There are more than 4,800 pipes, ranging in size from 32 feet to less than 
six inches and located behind the organ pipe facade visible to the audience. The organ 
was commissioned to honor two milestones in 1950: the fiftieth anniversary of the hall's 
opening, and the 200th anniversary of the death of Johann Sebastian Bach. The 2004- 
2005 season brought the return to use of the Symphony Hall organ following a two-year 
renovation process by the firm of Foley-Baker, Inc., based in Tolland, CT. 

Two radio booths used for the taping and broadcasting of concerts overlook the stage at 
audience-left. In 2015 a space in the basement was renovated as a cutting-edge control 
room for BSO recordings. The hall was completely air-conditioned during the summer of 
1973, and in 1975 a six-passenger elevator was installed in the Massachusetts Avenue stair¬ 
well. The Massachusetts Avenue lobby and box office were completely renovated in 2005. 

Symphony Hall has been the scene of more than 250 world premieres, including major 
works by Samuel Barber, Bela Bartok, Elliott Carter, Aaron Copland, Henri Dutilleux, 
George Gershwin, Sofia Gubaidulina, John Harbison, Walter Piston, Sergei Prokofiev, 
Roger Sessions, Igor Stravinsky, Michael Tippett, John Williams, and Ellen Taaffe Zwilich. 
For many years the biggest civic building in Boston, it has also been used for many pur-

poses other than concerts, among them the First Annual Automobile Show of the Boston 
Automobile Dealers' Association (1903), the Boston premiere of Cecil B. DeMille's film 
version of Carmen starring Geraldine Farrar (1915), the Boston Shoe Style Show (1919), 
a debate on American participation in the League of Nations (1919), a lecture/demon¬ 
stration by Harry Houdini debunking spiritualism (1925), a spelling bee sponsored by 
the Boston Herald (1935), Communist Party meetings (1938-40; 1945), Jordan Marsh- 
sponsored fashion shows "dedicated to the working woman" (1940s), and all the inaugu¬ 
rations of former longtime Boston mayor James Michael Curley. 

A couple of interesting points for observant concertgoers: The plaques on the proscenium 
arch were meant to be inscribed with the names of great composers, but the hall's original 
directors were able to agree unanimously only on Beethoven, so his remains the only name 
above the stage. The ornamental initials "BMH" in the staircase railings on the Huntington 
Avenue side (originally the 
main entrance) reflect the orig¬ 
inal idea to name the build¬ 
ing Boston Music Hall, but the 
old Boston Music Hall, where 
the BSO had performed since 
its founding in 1881, was not 
demolished as planned, and a 
decision on a substitute name 
was not reached until Symphony 
Hall's opening. 

In 1999, Symphony Hall was designated and registered by the United States Department 
of the Interior as a National Historic Landmark, a distinction marked in a special ceremony at 
the start of the 2000-01 season. In 2000-01, the Boston Symphony Orchestra marked the 
centennial of its home, renewing Symphony Hall's role as a crucible for new music activi¬ 
ty, as a civic resource, and as a place of public gathering. The programming and celebra¬ 
tory events included world premieres of works commissioned by the BSO, the first steps 
of a new master plan to strengthen Symphony Hall's public presence, and the launching 
of an initiative to extend the sights and sounds of Symphony Hall via the internet. Recent 
renovations have included new electrical, lighting, and fire safety systems; an expanded 
main lobby with a new marble floor; and, in 2006, a new hardwood stage floor matching 
the specifications of the original. For the start of the 2008-09 season, Symphony Hall's 
clerestory windows (the semi-circular windows in the upper side walls of the auditorium) 
were reopened, allowing natural light into the auditorium for the first time since the 1940s. 
The latest additions to Symphony Hall include a new, state-of-the-art recording studio and 
a newly constructed, state-of-the-art video control room. Now more than a century old, 
Symphony Hall continues to serve the purpose for which it was built, fostering the pres¬ 
ence of music familiar and unfamiliar, old and new—a mission the BSO continues to carry 
forward into the world of tomorrow.

The BSO's web site (bso.org) provides information on all Boston Symphony and Boston Pops activi¬ 
ties at Symphony Hall and at Tanglewood, and is updated regularly. In addition, tickets for BSO and 
Pops concerts can be purchased online through a secure credit card transaction. 

Please note: In consideration of our artists and patrons, late seating will take place only during the 
seating break approximately five minutes after the start of each performance. 

Smoking is not permitted anywhere in Symphony Hall. 

Camera and recording equipment may not be brought into Symphony Hall during concerts. 

To avoid delays in food service, patrons at tables are encouraged to place their orders as early 
as possible. 

Patrons who bring bags to Symphony Hall are subject to mandatory inspections before entering 
the building. 

In the event of a building emergency, patrons will be notified by an announcement from the stage. 
Should the building need to be evacuated, please exit via the nearest door (see map on opposite 
page), or according to instructions. 

The box office is open from 10am until 6pm Monday through Friday and 4:30pm until 8:30pm on 
Saturday during the Pops season. The box office closes a half-hour past starting time for evening 
concerts. In addition, the box office opens at noon for the Saturday and Sunday matinee performances. 

To purchase Boston Pops tickets: American Express, MasterCard, Visa, Diners Club, Discover, 
a personal check, and cash are accepted at the box office. To charge tickets instantly on a major 
credit card, call "SymphonyCharge" at (617) 266-1200, from 10am until 5pm Monday through 
Friday and from 12:30pm until 4:30pm on Saturday. Outside the 617 area code, phone 1-888-266- 
1200. As noted above, tickets can also be purchased online. There is a handling fee of $6.50 for 
each ticket ordered by phone or online. 

Ticket prices range from $30 to $150. For Group Sales of 20 or more and Event Planning, call 
800-933-4255. 

First aid facilities for both men and women are available. On-call physicians attending concerts 
should leave their names and seat locations at the Cohen Wing entrance on Huntington Avenue. 

For patrons with disabilities, elevator access to Symphony Hall is available at both the Massachu¬ 
setts Avenue and Cohen Wing entrances. An access service center, large print programs, and 
accessible restrooms are available inside the Cohen Wing. For more information, call the Access 
Services Administrator line at (617) 638-9431 or TDD/TTY (617) 638-9289. 

Elevators are located outside the O'Block/Kay and Cabot-Cahners rooms on the Massachusetts 
Avenue side of Symphony Hall, and in the Cohen Wing. 

The Eunice S. and Julian Cohen Wing, adjacent to Symphony Hall on Huntington Avenue, may be 
entered by the Symphony Hall West Entrance. 

Ladies' rooms are located on both main corridors of the orchestra level, as well as at both ends of 
the first balcony, audience-left, and in the Cohen Wing. 

Men's rooms are located on the orchestra level, audience-right, outside the O'Block/Kay Room 
near the elevator; on the first-balcony level, also audience-right, near the elevator, outside the 
Cabot-Cahners Room; and in the Cohen Wing. 


Coatrooms are located on the orchestra and first-balcony levels, audience-left, outside the 
O'Block/Kay and Cabot-Cahners rooms, and in the Cohen Wing. Please note that the BSO is not 
responsible for personal apparel or other property of patrons. 

Lounges and Bar Service: There are two lounges in Symphony Hall. The O'Block/Kay Room on the 
orchestra level and the Cabot-Cahners Room on the first-balcony level serve drinks starting one 
hour before each performance. 

Lost and found is located at the security desk at the Symphony Hall stage door on St. Stephen Street. 

Parking: The Prudential Center Garage and Copley Place Parking on Huntington Avenue offer 
discounted parking to any Boston Pops patron with a ticket stub for evening performances. Patrons 
parking at the Prudential Center must have their tickets validated at Customer Service in order 
to receive the discount. There are several other paid garages in the area and limited street parking 
is available.

Using archival materials displayed on the orchestra and first-balcony levels of Symphony 
Hall, this season's BSO Archives exhibit recognizes three significant anniversaries. 

CELEBRATING THE BERNSTEIN CENTENNIAL 

Anticipating the iooth anniversary on August 25, 2018, of Leonard Bernstein's birth, 
the Archives has assembled materials documenting Bernstein's Boston roots and his 
deep, lifelong connection with the BSO, Tanglewood, and the Boston Pops. 

• An exhibit in the Brooke Corridor focuses on Bernstein's early connections with Boston 
and the BSO. 

• An exhibit case on the first balcony, audience-right, is devoted to the world premiere of 
Bernstein's opera Trouble in Tahiti on June 12, 1952, as part of a Creative Arts Festival 
at Brandeis University in which many BSO members performed. 

• An exhibit case on the first balcony, audience-left, documents BSO performances of Bee¬ 
thoven's Missa Solemnis at Tanglewood in 1951,1955, and 1971 led by Leonard Bernstein in 
memory of his mentor, BSO conductor Serge Koussevitzlcy. 

• A display in the Cabot-Cahners Room of photographs, musical scores, and memorabilia 
documents the BSO premieres of works by Leonard Bernstein and B SO-commissioned 
works by Bernstein himself. 

MARKING THE IOOTH ANNIVERSARY OF THE BSO'S FIRST RECORDINGS IN 1917 

One hundred years ago the BSO traveled to Camden, New Jersey, to make its very first 
recordings for the Victor Talking Machine Co. (later RCA Victor). 

• An exhibit near the backstage door in the Brooke Corridor focuses on the turbulent World 
War I era during which the BSO's first recordings were made. 

• A display on the first balcony, audience-left, documents the BSO’s first recording sessions 
of October 2-5,1917.

John Williams and Leonard Bernstein at Harvard Night at Pops, June 6, 1989, marking the 50th reunion of 
Bernstein's class 
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Having celebrated his twentieth anniversary as Boston Pops Conductor in 2015, Keith 
Lockhart is the second longest-tenured conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra since its 
founding in 1885. He took over as conductor in 1995, following John Williams's thirteen- 
year tenure from 1980 to 1993; Mr. Williams succeeded the legendary Arthur Fiedler, who 
was at the helm of the orchestra for nearly fifty years. During his tenure, Keith Lockhart 
has significantly expanded Pops programming, focused on national annual touring, and 
participated in major media events. He has solidified the orchestra's place in the fabric of 
the New England community and has led the Boston Pops in countless performance situ¬ 
ations. The list of more than 250 guest artists with whom he has collaborated is a virtual 
"who's who" of performers and pop culture icons. 

Keith Lockhart, who occupies the Julian and Eunice Cohen Boston Pops Conductor chair, 
has conducted more than 1,900 Boston Pops concerts, most of which have taken place 
during the orchestra's spring and holiday seasons in Boston's historic Symphony Hall. 
Mr. Lockhart has also led annual Boston Pops appearances at Tanglewood, 43 national 
tours to more than 150 cities in 38 states, and four international tours to Japan and Korea. 
He and the Pops have made 79 television shows and participated in such high-profile 
sporting events as Super Bowl XXXVI, the 2008 NBA finals, the 2013 Boston Red Sox 
Ring Ceremony, and the Red Sox Opening Day game at Fenway Park in 2009. The annual 
July 4 Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular draws a live audience of over half a million to 
the Charles River Esplanade and millions more who view it on television or live webcast. 
Last year, with Eaton Vance as presenting sponsor and Bloomberg exclusive media partner, 
the Pops organization presented its first self-produced Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular, 
which was broadcast on Bloomberg Television and all its media outlets. Both companies 
made initial three-year commitments to the event in 2017. 


Mr. Lockhart has led eight albums on the RCA Victor/BMG Classics label, including two— 
The Celtic Album and The Latin Album— that earned Grammy nominations. Recent releases 
on Boston Pops Recordings include The Red Sox Album, A Boston Pops Christmas-Live 
from Symphony Hall , and The Dream Lives On: A Portrait of the Kennedy Brothers , which 
was a Boston Pops commission premiered in 2010 during the orchestra's 125th season. 
Released at the beginning of the 2017 Pops season, Lights , Camera...Music! Six Decades of 
John Williams features Keith Lockhart leading the Boston Pops in a collection of Williams 
compositions from the 1960s onward, some of which can be considered rarities. 

Programming-wise, Keith Lockhart has put an increased focus on musical theater, attracting 
such leading Broadway artists as Kristen Chenoweth, Idina Menzel, Kelli O'Hara, Berna¬ 
dette Peters, and Billy Porter to the Pops stage. He has worked closely with hundreds of 
talented young musicians, including Fellows of the Tanglewood Music Center, college 
students from the Boston Conservatory and Berklee College of Music, and area high 
school students. He introduced the PopSearch talent competition and the innovative 
JazzFest and EdgeFest series, featuring prominent jazz and indie artists performing with 
the Pops. He is dedicated to building and updating the Boston Pops library of music, which 
contains over five thousand arrangements. 

With a renewed commitment to bring the Boston Pops into the Boston community and 
to important civic events, Keith Lockhart and the Pops have appeared at gubernatorial 
and mayoral inauguration ceremonies; the annual tree lighting in Boston's Public Garden; 
sporting events including Red Sox, Patriots, Bruins, and Celtics games; and the memorial 
service for the Boston Marathon bombing victims. He has led free concerts in such major 
public spaces as Boston Common and Franklin Park, and each holiday season brings 
members of the Pops to play for patients at Children's Hospital. 

Perhaps the most significant key to Keith Lockhart's success is his ability to connect pas¬ 
sionately with audiences through his engaging programs, his commitment to speaking 
directly from the stage with fascinating insights into the music, and his inherent under¬ 
standing of the importance of what sets the Pops experience apart from a traditional 
orchestra concert—an atmosphere of music-making that is both fun and entertaining for 
music lovers of all ages. 

Having just completed an eight-year tenure as principal conductor, Keith Lockhart is now 
chief guest conductor of the BBC Concert Orchestra in London, which he led in the June 
2012 Diamond Jubilee Concert for Queen Elizabeth II; he is also artistic director of the 
Brevard Music Center summer institute and festival in North Carolina. Prior to his BBC 
appointment, he spent eleven years as music director of the Utah Symphony, which he 
led at the 2002 Olympic Winter Games in Salt Lake City. He has appeared as a guest 
conductor with virtually every major symphonic ensemble in North America, as well as 
many prestigious orchestras in Asia and Europe. Prior to coming to Boston, he was the 
associate conductor of both the Cincinnati Symphony and Cincinnati Pops orchestras, as 
well as music director of the Cincinnati Chamber Orchestra. Born in Poughkeepsie, NY, 
Keith Lockhart began his musical studies with piano lessons at the age of seven. He holds 
degrees from Furman University and Carnegie Mellon University, and honorary doctor¬ 
ates from several American universities. Visit keithlockhart.com for further information. 
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In a career spanning six decades, John Williams has become one of America's most 
accomplished and successful composers for film and for the concert stage; he remains 
one of our nation's most distinguished and contributive musical voices. In January 1980, 
Mr. Williams was named nineteenth conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra, succeed¬ 
ing the legendary Arthur Fiedler. He currently holds the title of George and Roberta 
Berry Boston Pops Conductor Laureate, which he assumed following his retirement in 
December 1993, after fourteen highly successful seasons. He also holds the title of Artist- 
in- Residence at Tanglewood. In addition, he maintains thriving artistic relationships 
with many of the world's great orchestras. His 40-year artistic partnership with director 
Steven Spielberg has resulted in such acclaimed and successful films as Schindler's List, 

E.T. The Extra-Terrestrial, Jaws, Jurassic Park, Close Encounters of the Third Kind, the Indiana 
Jones films, Lincoln, Saving Private Ryan, War Horse, The Adventures of Tintin, Amistad, 
Munich, Hook, Catch Me If You Can, Minority Report, A.I. Artificial Intelligence , and Empire 
of the Sun. Mr. Williams also composed the scores for all eight Star Wars films, the first 
three Harry Potter films, Superman, JFK, Born on the Fourth of July, Memoirs of a Geisha, Far 
and Away, The Accidental Tourist, Home Alone, Nixon, The Patriot, The Book Thief, Angela's 
Ashes, Seven Years in Tibet, The Witches of Eastwick, Rosewood, Sleepers, Sabrina, Presumed 
Innocent, The Cowboys, The Reivers , and Goodbye, Mr. Chips , among many others. His most 
recent film project was Spielberg's The Post. He has worked with such legendary directors 
as Alfred Hitchcock, William Wyler, and Robert Altman. He adapted the score for the 
film version of Fiddler on the Roof, for which he composed original violin cadenzas for 
renowned virtuoso Isaac Stern. He has appeared on recordings as pianist and conductor 
with Itzhak Perlman, Joshua Bell, Jessye Norman, and others. Mr. Williams has received 
five Academy Awards and a total of fifty-one Oscar nominations, making him the Acade¬ 
my's most-nominated living person. He also has received seven British Academy Awards 



(BAFTA), twenty-four Grammys, four Golden Globes, five Emmys, and numerous gold and 
platinum records. 

A composition student of Mario Castelnuovo-Tedesco, Mr. Williams also studied piano at 
the Juilliard School with Madame Rosina Lhevinne. He began his career in the film industry 
working with such accomplished composers as Bernard Herrmann, Alfred Newman, and 
Franz Waxman. He went on to write music for more than 200 television films for the 
groundbreaking, early anthology series Alcoa Theatre , Kraft Television Theatre , Chrysler 
Theatre , and Playhouse 90. His more recent contributions to television music include 
themes for NBC Nightly News ("The Mission"), the theme for what has become network 
television's longest-running series, NBC's Meet the Press , and the prestigious PBS arts 
showcase Great Performances. 

Mr. Williams has composed numerous works for the concert stage, among them two sym¬ 
phonies, and concertos for flute, oboe, violin, clarinet, viola, and tuba. His cello concerto 
was commissioned by the Boston Symphony Orchestra and premiered by Yo-Yo Ma at 
Tanglewood in 1994. Mr. Williams also has filled commissions by several of the world's 
leading orchestras, including a bassoon concerto for the New York Philharmonic, a trum¬ 
pet concerto for the Cleveland Orchestra, and a horn concerto for the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra. "Seven for Luck," a seven-piece song cycle for soprano and orchestra based on 
texts by former U.S. Poet Laureate Rita Dove, was premiered by the Boston Symphony at 
Tanglewood in 1998. And at the opening concert of their 2009-10 season, James Levine led 
the Boston Symphony in the premiere of Mr. Williams's "On Willows and Birches," a new 
concerto for harp and orchestra. 

One of America's best-known and most distinctive artistic voices, Mr. Williams has com¬ 
posed music for many important cultural and commemorative events, including "Liberty 
Fanfare" for the rededication of the Statue of Liberty in 1986, "American Journey" for the 
America's Millennium concert in Washington, D.C., on New Year's Eve 1999, and "Sound¬ 
ings" for the gala opening of Walt Disney Concert Hall in Los Angeles. In the world of sport, 
he has contributed musical themes for the 1984,1988, and 1996 Summer Olympic Games, 
and the 2002 Winter Olympic Games. 

Mr. Williams holds honorary degrees from twenty-one American universities, including 
The Juilliard School, Harvard University, Boston College, Northeastern University, Tufts 
University, Boston University, the New England Conservatory of Music, the University 
of Massachusetts at Boston, The Eastman School of Music, the Oberlin Conservatory of 
Music, and the University of Southern California. He is a recipient of the 2009 National 
Medal of Arts, the highest award given to artists by the United States Government. In 2003 
he received the Olympic Order, the IOC's highest honor, for his contributions to the Olym¬ 
pic movement. He served as the Grand Marshal of the 2004 Rose Parade in Pasadena, and 
was a recipient of the Kennedy Center Honor in December 2004. In 2016, he received the 
AFI's Life Achievement Award, the first time this award has been given to a composer. In 
January 2009, Mr. Williams composed and arranged "Air and Simple Gifts" especially for 
the inaugural ceremony of President Barack Obama.

In 2018 the Boston Pops, affectionately called 
"America's Orchestra," enters its 133rd season 
of entertaining audiences in Boston and beyond. 
Boston Pops Conductor Keith Lockhart marks 
his 24th year at the helm of the orchestra. 

The season's major focus is a celebration of 
the music of Leonard Bernstein—a towering, 
multi-faceted, and influential artistic figure of 
the 20th century—marking the centennial of his birth in Lawrence, Massachusetts. 


When Civil War veteran Henry Lee Higginson founded the Boston Symphony Orchestra 
in 1881, he called its establishment "the dream of my life." From the start he intended to 
present, in the warmer months, concerts of light classics and the popular music of the 
day. From a practical perspective, Higginson realized that these "lighter" performances, 
to be called "Promenade Concerts," would provide year-round employment for his 
musicians, and in 1885 he was able to fulfill his vision. In May of that year—a little more 
than a month before the inaugural "Promenade Concert"—German-born conductor 
Adolf Neuendorff, under the aegis of the BSO, conducted a series of "Popular Concerts" 
in the Boston Music Hall, where the audience sat in typical concert seating and no 
refreshments were served. On July 11,1885, Neuendorff—who became the first conduc¬ 
tor of the Pops, before that name was officially adopted—led the first official "Prome¬ 
nade Concert," distinguished from "Popular Concerts" by virtue of seating (tables and 
chairs instead of auditorium-style rows), program format (three parts divided by two 
intermissions, during which patrons could promenade around the concert hall), and 
the availability of food and beverages. For the rest of the 19th century, although for¬ 
mally called "Promenade Concerts," they continued to be referred to informally as 
"Popular," which eventually became shortened to "Pops," the name officially adopted 
in 1900. The following year the orchestra performed for the first time in its new home, 
Symphony Hall. Not only is this performance space acoustically outstanding, it was also 
designed, at Higginson's insistence, so that the rows of floor seats for Boston Symphony

concerts could be replaced by 
tables and chairs for Pops con¬ 
certs. To this day, patrons sit¬ 
ting at the cabaret-style tables 
can enjoy food and drink, along 
with the kind of musical enter¬ 
tainment only the Boston Pops 
can provide. 
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Some people may not realize 
that there were seventeen 

Pops conductors, beginning with the aforementioned Adolf Neuendorff, who preceded 
Arthur Fiedler, the first American-born musician to lead the orchestra. In his nearly 

50-year tenure as Pops Conductor (1930- 
1979), Arthur Fiedler established the Boston 
Pops as a national icon. He moved the Pops 
beyond its origins in light-classical music 
into the world of pop culture, showcasing the 
popular artists of the day as well as the work 
of young American composers and arrangers. 
Mr. Fiedler organized the first free outdoor 
orchestral concerts on the Charles River 
Esplanade that led to Boston's now-famous 
Fourth of July concert, established the Pops 
as the most recorded orchestra in history- 
including the best-seller "Jalousie"—and intro¬ 
duced the Evening at Pops television series, bringing the orchestra into the living rooms of 
countless Americans. 



When John Williams (1980-1993) succeeded Arthur Fiedler, he was the most highly 
acclaimed composer in Hollywood, and today, 
with 51 Academy Award nominations, he is the 
most-nominated living person in Academy his¬ 
tory. With the Pops, Mr. Williams continued the 
orchestra's prolific recording tradition with a series 
of best-selling albums for the Philips and Sony 
Classical labels, broadened and updated the Pops 
repertoire—commissioning new compositions and 
introducing new arrangements of Boston Pops 
classics— and entertained audiences with live

scores. He traveled extensively with the 
Pops both nationally and international¬ 
ly, leading the Pops on its first tours to 
Japan. Mr. Williams also brought a bit of 
Hollywood to the Pops stage, with special 
appearances by Steven Spielberg, Martin 
Scorsese, and Frank Langella, not to mention Darth Vader, R2D2, and C3PO. 


Having led more than 1,900 Boston Pops concerts in his 23-year tenure, Keith Lockhart 
(1995-present) has created programs that reach out to a broader and younger audience 
by presenting artists—both established performers and rising stars—from virtually every 
corner of the entertainment world, all the while maintaining the Pops' appeal to its core 

audience. He has made 79 television shows, led 43 
national and four overseas tours with the Boston 
Pops Esplanade Orchestra, led the Pops at several 
high-profile sports events, and recorded fourteen 
albums. Mr. Lockhart's tenure has been marked 
by a dramatic increase in touring, the orchestra's 
first Grammy nominations, the first major network 
national broadcast of the Fourth-of-July spectacu¬ 
lar from the Esplanade, and the release of the Bos¬ 
ton Pops' first self-produced and self-distributed 
recordings. In 2017 the Pops opened a new page 
in its history, as the Pops organization presented 
its first self-produced Boston Pops Fireworks 
Spectacular. This year the Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular will mark its 45th year as 
one of the nation's proudest holiday traditions. Eaton Vance, a leading global asset man¬

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ALFIE BOE 


Alfie Boe's exceptional voice has cemented his position as Britain's biggest-selling, most 
popular, and best-loved vocalist of his generation. A hugely successful recording artist, he 
reached double platinum status in 2016 with the No. 1 Christmas album Together , 
made with his great friend, Michael Ball OBE. The pair returned in 2017 with yet 
another No. 1 album, Together Again, plus another sold-out tour, and a one-hour 
ITV special. It is the latest triumph for an artist who has effortlessly broken artistic 
boundaries via his love of music, from acclaim on the great opera and West End 
stages to major chart success. Born in Blackpool in 1973, Alfie Boe grew up in Fleet- 
wood, where he dreamed of a career as a singer. He was famously discovered while 
singing on the production line at work in a Lancashire car factory. The youngest of 
nine children, Alfie was inspired from an early age by his opera-loving parents. This year 
he was honored with a Blue Plaque in his hometown as part of BBC Music Day. Each year 
the Blue Plaque Trust chooses to honor a very select few who have influenced the musical 
landscape across the country; he was also named a BBC Music Day Ambassador for 2017. 
Alfie Boe's journey propelled him from his opera education at the Royal College of Music 
and the Royal Opera House's Young Artists Programme straight to the Broadway boards, 
when he was chosen by stage and film director Baz Luhrmann to star in his dazzling 2002 
revival of La Boheme, which earned Alfie and the ensemble a Tony Honors Award and cele¬ 
brated his arrival on the international scene. A fan of both classical music and classic rock, 
Alfie collaborated in 2015 with one of his heroes, Pete Townshend of The Who. In Classic 
Quadrophenia , the orchestral version of the seminal album by The Who, he worked with 
the Royal Philharmonic Orchestra and composer Townshend, who picked Alfie to play 
the lead role of young mod Jimmy for performances that were rapturously received both 
at London's Royal Albert Hall and in Vienna. The year 2017 saw Alfie return to his role 
as Jimmy, performing alongside Pete Townshend and Billy Idol in a series of critically 
acclaimed shows in the United States, including two nights at the Metropolitan Opera. 
Also that year Alfie returned to the London Coliseum for the lead role of bad boy Billy 
Bigelow in Rodgers and Hammerstein's Carousel. As accomplished in leading the cast 
of Les Miserables as Valjean in the West End production (including the famous 25th- 
anniversary performance at the 02 Arena in 2010), as he is stealing the show at her 
Majesty's 90th-birthday celebrations at Windsor Castle, Alfie Boe is making a return 
appearance with Keith Lockhart and the Boston Pops, having performed in last summer's 
Classic Quadrophenia concert at Tanglewood. 



ROCK THE POPS CHORUS 
JAMES BURTON, CONDUCTOR 


The Rock the Pops Chorus was assembled by BSO Choral Director James Burton especially 
for these performances. The chorus is a collaborative project, featuring members of the 
Tanglewood Festival Chorus and the new Boston Symphony Children's Choir; in addition, 
we welcome collegiate singers representing Boston's Northeastern University, Tufts Univer¬ 
sity, New England Conservatory, and MIT. 

James Burton was appointed BSO Choral Director and Conductor of the Tanglewood Festi¬ 
val Chorus in February 2017. Mr. Burton recently made his Boston Pops conducting debut 
and will return to the podium this coming December. He has conducted the TFC at 
Tanglewood's Ozawa Hall, and this year founded the Boston Symphony Children's 
Choir. Mr. Burton has conducted concerts with leading British orchestras including 
the Royal Liverpool Philharmonic, the Halle, Orchestra of Scottish Opera, Royal 
Northern Sinfonia, and the BBC Concert Orchestra. A regular guest with the 
Orquestra Sinfonica Nacional in Mexico City, he will return there in October 2018. 
Mr. Burton's opera credits include Don Giovanni and La boheme at English National 
Opera, and he has been assistant conductor for the Metropolitan Opera, Opera 
de Paris, and Garsington Opera, where he won the Leonard Ingrams Award. He has also 
conducted in London's West End and led a UK tour of Bernstein's Wonderful Town in 2012. 
Mr. Burton's extensive choral conducting has included guest invitations with leading pro¬ 
fessional choirs including the BBC Singers, with whom he performed at the Dubai Opera 
House in its 2017 inaugural season. He was formerly choral director at the Halle Orchestra, 
where he was music director of the Halle Choir and founded the Halle Youth Choir, winning 
the Gramophone Choral Award in 2009. From 2002 to 2017 he was music director of Schola 
Cantorum of Oxford. He collaborates regularly with leading young musicians and in 2017 
he appeared as guest director of the National Youth Choir of Japan. He has given concerts 
with the Princeton University Glee Club, and the university orchestras of Oxford and 
Manchester. This season he has conducted at the Yale Institute of Sacred Music, Cornell 
University, and the University of Kentucky Symphony. Mr. Burton founded a conducting 
scholarship in Oxford and has given regular master classes at the Royal Academy of Music 
in London. Mr. Burton's orchestral arrangements for Arlo Guthrie have been performed by 
the Boston Pops and by many other leading U.S. orchestras. His composition commissions 
have included the music for the 2010 World Equestrian Games, a piece commemorating 
the 100th anniversary of the Titanic disaster, and a carol for the Choir of St. John's College, 
Cambridge. Next season he will conduct the premiere of a new piece, The Lost Words , with 
the Halle. His works are published by Edition Peters. Born in London, James Burton began 
his training at the Choir of Westminster Abbey; he studied music at Cambridge University 
and orchestral conducting at the Peabody Conservatory.

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ELMER CHURAMPI 



A native of Lima, Peru, Elmer Churampi began playing the trumpet when he was four years 
old with his father, a trumpet player who performs in street bands. When he was seven, 
Elmer was invited to be part of the National Youth Orchestra of Peru. He made 
three solo appearances with the National Symphony of Peru, at the ages of seven, 
eight, and nine. His repertoire included such pieces as Carnival of Venice and the 
Jjjj trumpet concertos of Haydn and Arutiunian. At age ten, he was accepted to Peru's 
National Conservatory of Music, where, at twelve, he was invited to join the con¬ 
servatory's professional orchestra as second trumpet. The following year he played 
concerts with Peru's Orquesta de los Reyes (Opera Orchestra) and soon thereafter, 
in summer 2010, he attended the Interlochen Summer Camp on a full scholarship, 
playing first trumpet in every concert. Elmer was subsequently accepted to the Interlochen 
Arts Academy with a full scholarship and studied there for three years with Ken Larson. In 
2013 he won the Young Artist competition, Jack Kent Cooke Award, and the Interlochen 
Young Artist Award; was interviewed and featured on the radio program From the Top; and 
was invited by Mark Gould and Jen Lindemann to perform in the brass festival at the Banff 
Centre of Arts in Canada. In 2014, during his freshman year at New England Conservatory, 
Elmer won the NEC concerto competition as well as the MTNA brass competition in Chicago. 
In 2015 and 2016, he took first place in the National Trumpet Competition in the under¬ 
graduate division, also winning the Young Artist brass award in Texas. In 2017 Elmer was 
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the soloist for the Boston Philharmonic's South America tour. Currently serving as principal 
trumpet of the Boston Philharmonic, Elmer is in his fourth year at the New England Con¬ 
servatory, studying with Tom Rolfs, principal trumpet of the Boston Symphony and Boston 
Pops orchestras. A Fellow at the Tanglewood Music Center last summer, Elmer Churampi 
has also played with the Boston Pops and the Boston Symphony Orchestra.

Pianist Xiaopei Xu is already establishing herself worldwide as a deeply sensitive artist who 
uses her technical prowess to achieve poetic results in her interpretations. Legendary pianist 
Martha Argerich described Xiaopei Xu as "a sensitive, elegant pianist and a talent¬ 
ed artist." Currently residing in Boston, Ms. Xu is pursuing a doctorate in musical 
arts from Boston University; she holds a master's degree from Yale University and 
a bachelor's degree from the New England Conservatory of Music. Her principal 
teachers are Boaz Sharon, Hung-Kuan Chen, and Meng-Chieh Liu, and she has also 
worked with such influential musicians as Claude Frank, Richard Goode, Paul Badura- 
Skoda, and Andrea Bonatta. Ms. Xu has won top prizes at the fourth New York 
International Piano Competition, Oberlin International Piano Competition, Tureck In¬ 
ternational Bach Competition, and Washington D.C International Young Artist Competition. 
Xiaopei Xu performs regularly at festivals including Pianofest in the Hamptons, PianoTexas 
in Fort Worth, Banff Music Centre in Alberta, Sarasota Music Festival in Florida, Young 
Artist Festival in Russia, and Walnut Hill Music Festival in Boston, where she was invited to 
serve as a teaching assistant in 2015 and 2016. In addition to her musical life, Ms. Xu has a 
passion for the visual arts. Some of her drawings have been published by the Clara Haskil 
Competition's Jeune Critique.

The BSO's web site (bso.org) provides information on all Boston Symphony and Boston Pops activi¬ 
ties at Symphony Hall and at Tanglewood, and is updated regularly. In addition, tickets for BSO and 
Pops concerts can be purchased online through a secure credit card transaction. 

Please note: In consideration of our artists and patrons, late seating will take place only during the 
seating break approximately five minutes after the start of each performance. 

Smoking is not permitted anywhere in Symphony Hall. 

Camera and recording equipment may not be brought into Symphony Hall during concerts. 

To avoid delays in food service, patrons at tables are encouraged to place their orders as early 
as possible. 

Patrons who bring bags to Symphony Hall are subject to mandatory inspections before entering 
the building. 

In the event of a building emergency, patrons will be notified by an announcement from the stage. 
Should the building need to be evacuated, please exit via the nearest door (see map on opposite 
page), or according to instructions. 

The box office is open from 10am until 6pm Monday through Friday and 4:30pm until 8:30pm on 
Saturday during the Pops season. The box office closes a half-hour past starting time for evening 
concerts. In addition, the box office opens at noon for the Saturday and Sunday matinee performances. 

To purchase Boston Pops tickets: American Express, MasterCard, Visa, Diners Club, Discover, 
a personal check, and cash are accepted at the box office. To charge tickets instantly on a major 
credit card, call "SymphonyCharge" at (617) 266-1200, from 10am until 5pm Monday through 
Friday and from 12:30pm until 4:30pm on Saturday. Outside the 617 area code, phone 1-888-266- 
1200. As noted above, tickets can also be purchased online. There is a handling fee of $6.50 for 
each ticket ordered by phone or online. 

Ticket prices range from $30 to $150. For Group Sales of 20 or more and Event Planning, call 
800-933-4255. 

First aid facilities for both men and women are available. On-call physicians attending concerts 
should leave their names and seat locations at the Cohen Wing entrance on Huntington Avenue. 

For patrons with disabilities, elevator access to Symphony Hall is available at both the Massachu¬ 
setts Avenue and Cohen Wing entrances. An access service center, large print programs, and 
accessible restrooms are available inside the Cohen Wing. For more information, call the Access 
Services Administrator line at (617) 638-9431 or TDD/TTY (617) 638-9289. 

Elevators are located outside the O'Block/Kay and Cabot-Cahners rooms on the Massachusetts

entered by the Symphony Hall West Entrance. 

Ladies' rooms are located on both main corridors of the orchestra level, as well as at both ends of 
the first balcony, audience-left, and in the Cohen Wing. 

Men's rooms are located on the orchestra level, audience-right, outside the O'Block/Kay Room 
near the elevator; on the first-balcony level, also audience-right, near the elevator, outside the 
Cabot-Cahners Room; and in the Cohen Wing. 


Coatrooms are located on the orchestra and first-balcony levels, audience-left, outside the 
O'Block/Kay and Cabot-Cahners rooms, and in the Cohen Wing. Please note that the BSO is not 
responsible for personal apparel or other property of patrons. 

Lounges and Bar Service: There are two lounges in Symphony Hall. The O'Block/Kay Room on the 
orchestra level and the Cabot-Cahners Room on the first-balcony level serve drinks starting one 
hour before each performance.

Parking: The Prudential Center Garage and Copley Place Parking on Huntington Avenue offer 
discounted parking to any Boston Pops patron with a ticket stub for evening performances.

Hall, this season's BSO Archives exhibit recognizes three significant anniversaries. 

CELEBRATING THE BERNSTEIN CENTENNIAL 

Anticipating the iooth anniversary on August 25, 2018, of Leonard Bernstein's birth, 
the Archives has assembled materials documenting Bernstein's Boston roots and his 
deep, lifelong connection with the BSO, Tanglewood, and the Boston Pops. 

• An exhibit in the Brooke Corridor focuses on Bernstein's early connections with Boston 
and the BSO. 

• An exhibit case on the first balcony, audience-right, is devoted to the world premiere of 
Bernstein's opera Trouble in Tahiti on June 12, 1952, as part of a Creative Arts Festival 
at Brandeis University in which many BSO members performed. 

• An exhibit case on the first balcony, audience-left, documents BSO performances of Bee¬ 
thoven's Missa Solemnis at Tanglewood in 1951,1955, and 1971 led by Leonard Bernstein in 
memory of his mentor, BSO conductor Serge Koussevitzlcy. 

• A display in the Cabot-Cahners Room of photographs, musical scores, and memorabilia 
documents the BSO premieres of works by Leonard Bernstein and B SO-commissioned 
works by Bernstein himself. 

MARKING THE IOOTH ANNIVERSARY OF THE BSO'S FIRST RECORDINGS IN 1917 

One hundred years ago the BSO traveled to Camden, New Jersey, to make its very first 
recordings for the Victor Talking Machine Co. (later RCA Victor). 

• An exhibit near the backstage door in the Brooke Corridor focuses on the turbulent World 
War I era during which the BSO's first recordings were made. 

• A display on the first balcony, audience-left, documents the BSO’s first recording sessions 
of October 2-5,1917. 

MARKING THE 60 TH ANNIVERSARY OF THE BOSTON YOUTH SYMPHONY 
ORCHESTRAS (BYSO) 

• In the Hatch Corridor, material on loan from the BYSO Archives documents both its own 
history and its ongoing partnership with the BSO.

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Having celebrated his twentieth anniversary as Boston Pops Conductor in 2015, Keith 
Lockhart is the second longest-tenured conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra since its 
founding in 1885. He took over as conductor in 1995, following John Williams's thirteen- 
year tenure from 1980 to 1993; Mr. Williams succeeded the legendary Arthur Fiedler, who 
was at the helm of the orchestra for nearly fifty years. During his tenure, Keith Lockhart 
has significantly expanded Pops programming, focused on national annual touring, and 
participated in major media events. He has solidified the orchestra's place in the fabric of 
the New England community and has led the Boston Pops in countless performance situ¬ 
ations. The list of more than 250 guest artists with whom he has collaborated is a virtual 
"who's who" of performers and pop culture icons. 

Keith Lockhart, who occupies the Julian and Eunice Cohen Boston Pops Conductor chair, 
has conducted more than 1,900 Boston Pops concerts, most of which have taken place 
during the orchestra's spring and holiday seasons in Boston's historic Symphony Hall. 
Mr. Lockhart has also led annual Boston Pops appearances at Tanglewood, 43 national 
tours to more than 150 cities in 38 states, and four international tours to Japan and Korea. 
He and the Pops have made 79 television shows and participated in such high-profile 
sporting events as Super Bowl XXXVI, the 2008 NBA finals, the 2013 Boston Red Sox 
Ring Ceremony, and the Red Sox Opening Day game at Fenway Park in 2009. The annual 
July 4 Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular draws a live audience of over half a million to 
the Charles River Esplanade and millions more who view it on television or live webcast. 
Last year, with Eaton Vance as presenting sponsor and Bloomberg exclusive media partner, 
the Pops organization presented its first self-produced Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular, 
which was broadcast on Bloomberg Television and all its media outlets. Both companies 
made initial three-year commitments to the event in 2017. 



Mr. Lockhart has led eight albums on the RCA Victor/BMG Classics label, including two— 
The Celtic Album and The Latin Album— that earned Grammy nominations. Recent releases 
on Boston Pops Recordings include The Red Sox Album, A Boston Pops Christmas-Live 
from Symphony Hall , and The Dream Lives On: A Portrait of the Kennedy Brothers , which 
was a Boston Pops commission premiered in 2010 during the orchestra's 125th season. 
Released at the beginning of the 2017 Pops season, Lights , Camera...Music! Six Decades of 
John Williams features Keith Lockhart leading the Boston Pops in a collection of Williams 
compositions from the 1960s onward, some of which can be considered rarities. 

Programming-wise, Keith Lockhart has put an increased focus on musical theater, attracting 
such leading Broadway artists as Kristen Chenoweth, Idina Menzel, Kelli O'Hara, Berna¬ 
dette Peters, and Billy Porter to the Pops stage. He has worked closely with hundreds of 
talented young musicians, including Fellows of the Tanglewood Music Center, college 
students from the Boston Conservatory and Berklee College of Music, and area high 
school students. He introduced the PopSearch talent competition and the innovative 
JazzFest and EdgeFest series, featuring prominent jazz and indie artists performing with 
the Pops. He is dedicated to building and updating the Boston Pops library of music, which 
contains over five thousand arrangements. 

With a renewed commitment to bring the Boston Pops into the Boston community and 
to important civic events, Keith Lockhart and the Pops have appeared at gubernatorial 
and mayoral inauguration ceremonies; the annual tree lighting in Boston's Public Garden; 
sporting events including Red Sox, Patriots, Bruins, and Celtics games; and the memorial 
service for the Boston Marathon bombing victims. He has led free concerts in such major 
public spaces as Boston Common and Franklin Park, and each holiday season brings 
members of the Pops to play for patients at Children's Hospital. 

Perhaps the most significant key to Keith Lockhart's success is his ability to connect pas¬ 
sionately with audiences through his engaging programs, his commitment to speaking 
directly from the stage with fascinating insights into the music, and his inherent under¬ 
standing of the importance of what sets the Pops experience apart from a traditional 
orchestra concert—an atmosphere of music-making that is both fun and entertaining for 
music lovers of all ages. 

Having just completed an eight-year tenure as principal conductor, Keith Lockhart is now 
chief guest conductor of the BBC Concert Orchestra in London, which he led in the June 
2012 Diamond Jubilee Concert for Queen Elizabeth II; he is also artistic director of the 
Brevard Music Center summer institute and festival in North Carolina. Prior to his BBC 
appointment, he spent eleven years as music director of the Utah Symphony, which he 
led at the 2002 Olympic Winter Games in Salt Lake City. He has appeared as a guest 
conductor with virtually every major symphonic ensemble in North America, as well as 
many prestigious orchestras in Asia and Europe. Prior to coming to Boston, he was the 
associate conductor of both the Cincinnati Symphony and Cincinnati Pops orchestras, as 
well as music director of the Cincinnati Chamber Orchestra. Born in Poughkeepsie, NY, 
Keith Lockhart began his musical studies with piano lessons at the age of seven. He holds 
degrees from Furman University and Carnegie Mellon University, and honorary doctor¬ 
ates from several American universities. Visit keithlockhart.com for further information. 
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In a career spanning six decades, John Williams has become one of America's most 
accomplished and successful composers for film and for the concert stage; he remains 
one of our nation's most distinguished and contributive musical voices. In January 1980, 
Mr. Williams was named nineteenth conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra, succeed¬ 
ing the legendary Arthur Fiedler. He currently holds the title of George and Roberta 
Berry Boston Pops Conductor Laureate, which he assumed following his retirement in 
December 1993, after fourteen highly successful seasons. He also holds the title of Artist- 
in- Residence at Tanglewood. In addition, he maintains thriving artistic relationships 
with many of the world's great orchestras. His 40-year artistic partnership with director 
Steven Spielberg has resulted in such acclaimed and successful films as Schindler's List, 

E.T. The Extra-Terrestrial, Jaws, Jurassic Park, Close Encounters of the Third Kind, the Indiana 
Jones films, Lincoln, Saving Private Ryan, War Horse, The Adventures of Tintin, Amistad, 
Munich, Hook, Catch Me If You Can, Minority Report, A.I. Artificial Intelligence , and Empire 
of the Sun. Mr. Williams also composed the scores for all eight Star Wars films, the first 
three Harry Potter films, Superman, JFK, Born on the Fourth of July, Memoirs of a Geisha, Far 
and Away, The Accidental Tourist, Home Alone, Nixon, The Patriot, The Book Thief, Angela's 
Ashes, Seven Years in Tibet, The Witches of Eastwick, Rosewood, Sleepers, Sabrina, Presumed 
Innocent, The Cowboys, The Reivers , and Goodbye, Mr. Chips , among many others. His most 
recent film project was Spielberg's The Post. He has worked with such legendary directors 
as Alfred Hitchcock, William Wyler, and Robert Altman. He adapted the score for the 
film version of Fiddler on the Roof, for which he composed original violin cadenzas for 
renowned virtuoso Isaac Stern. He has appeared on recordings as pianist and conductor 
with Itzhak Perlman, Joshua Bell, Jessye Norman, and others. Mr. Williams has received 
five Academy Awards and a total of fifty-one Oscar nominations, making him the Acade¬ 
my's most-nominated living person. He also has received seven British Academy Awards 


(BAFTA), twenty-four Grammys, four Golden Globes, five Emmys, and numerous gold and 
platinum records. 

A composition student of Mario Castelnuovo-Tedesco, Mr. Williams also studied piano at 
the Juilliard School with Madame Rosina Lhevinne. He began his career in the film industry 
working with such accomplished composers as Bernard Herrmann, Alfred Newman, and 
Franz Waxman. He went on to write music for more than 200 television films for the 
groundbreaking, early anthology series Alcoa Theatre , Kraft Television Theatre , Chrysler 
Theatre , and Playhouse 90. His more recent contributions to television music include 
themes for NBC Nightly News ("The Mission"), the theme for what has become network 
television's longest-running series, NBC's Meet the Press , and the prestigious PBS arts 
showcase Great Performances. 

Mr. Williams has composed numerous works for the concert stage, among them two sym¬ 
phonies, and concertos for flute, oboe, violin, clarinet, viola, and tuba. His cello concerto 
was commissioned by the Boston Symphony Orchestra and premiered by Yo-Yo Ma at 
Tanglewood in 1994. Mr. Williams also has filled commissions by several of the world's 
leading orchestras, including a bassoon concerto for the New York Philharmonic, a trum¬ 
pet concerto for the Cleveland Orchestra, and a horn concerto for the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra. "Seven for Luck," a seven-piece song cycle for soprano and orchestra based on 
texts by former U.S. Poet Laureate Rita Dove, was premiered by the Boston Symphony at 
Tanglewood in 1998. And at the opening concert of their 2009-10 season, James Levine led 
the Boston Symphony in the premiere of Mr. Williams's "On Willows and Birches," a new 
concerto for harp and orchestra. 

One of America's best-known and most distinctive artistic voices, Mr. Williams has com¬ 
posed music for many important cultural and commemorative events, including "Liberty 
Fanfare" for the rededication of the Statue of Liberty in 1986, "American Journey" for the 
America's Millennium concert in Washington, D.C., on New Year's Eve 1999, and "Sound¬ 
ings" for the gala opening of Walt Disney Concert Hall in Los Angeles. In the world of sport, 
he has contributed musical themes for the 1984,1988, and 1996 Summer Olympic Games, 
and the 2002 Winter Olympic Games. 

Mr. Williams holds honorary degrees from twenty-one American universities, including 
The Juilliard School, Harvard University, Boston College, Northeastern University, Tufts 
University, Boston University, the New England Conservatory of Music, the University 
of Massachusetts at Boston, The Eastman School of Music, the Oberlin Conservatory of 
Music, and the University of Southern California. He is a recipient of the 2009 National 
Medal of Arts, the highest award given to artists by the United States Government. In 2003 
he received the Olympic Order, the IOC's highest honor, for his contributions to the Olym¬ 
pic movement. He served as the Grand Marshal of the 2004 Rose Parade in Pasadena, and 
was a recipient of the Kennedy Center Honor in December 2004. In 2016, he received the 
AFI's Life Achievement Award, the first time this award has been given to a composer. In 
January 2009, Mr. Williams composed and arranged "Air and Simple Gifts" especially for 
the inaugural ceremony of President Barack Obama.

In 2018 the Boston Pops, affectionately called 
"America's Orchestra," enters its 133rd season 
of entertaining audiences in Boston and beyond 
Boston Pops Conductor Keith Lockhart marks 
his 24th year at the helm of the orchestra. The 
season's major focus is a celebration of the 
music of Leonard Bernstein—a towering, 
multi-faceted, and influential artistic figure of 
the 20th century—marking the centennial of his birth in Lawrence, Massachusetts. 


When Civil War veteran Henry Lee Higginson founded the Boston Symphony Orchestra 
in 1881, he called its establishment "the dream of my life." From the start he intended to 
present, in the warmer months, concerts of light classics and the popular music of the 
day. From a practical perspective, Higginson realized that these "lighter" performances, 
to be called "Promenade Concerts," would provide year-round employment for his 
musicians, and in 1885 he was able to fulfill his vision. In May of that year—a little more 
than a month before the inaugural "Promenade Concert''—German-born conductor 
Adolf Neuendorff, under the aegis of the BSO, conducted a series of "Popular Concerts" 
in the Boston Music Hall, where the audience sat in typical concert seating and no 
refreshments were served. On July 11,1885, Neuendorff—who became the first conduc¬ 
tor of the Pops, before that name was officially adopted—led the first official "Prome¬ 
nade Concert," distinguished from "Popular Concerts" by virtue of seating (tables and 
chairs instead of auditorium-style rows), program format (three parts divided by two 
intermissions, during which patrons could promenade around the concert hall), and 
the availability of food and beverages. For the rest of the 19th century, although for¬ 
mally called "Promenade Concerts," they continued to be referred to informally as 
"Popular," which eventually became shortened to "Pops," the name officially adopted 
in 1900. The following year the orchestra performed for the first time in its new home, 
Symphony Hall. Not only is this performance space acoustically outstanding, it was also 
designed, at Higginson's insistence, so that the rows of floor seats for Boston Symphony

concerts could be replaced by 
tables and chairs for Pops con¬ 
certs. To this day, patrons sit¬ 
ting at the cabaret-style tables 
can enjoy food and drink, along 
with the kind of musical enter¬ 
tainment only the Boston Pops 
can provide. 
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Some people may not realize 
that there were seventeen 

Pops conductors, beginning with the aforementioned Adolf Neuendorff, who preceded 
Arthur Fiedler, the first American-born musician to lead the orchestra. In his nearly 

50-year tenure as Pops Conductor (1930- 
1979), Arthur Fiedler established the Boston 
Pops as a national icon. He moved the Pops 
beyond its origins in light-classical music 
into the world of pop culture, showcasing the 
popular artists of the day as well as the work 
of young American composers and arrangers. 
Mr. Fiedler organized the first free outdoor 
orchestral concerts on the Charles River 
Esplanade that led to Boston's now-famous 
Fourth of July concert, established the Pops 
as the most recorded orchestra in history- 
including the best-seller "Jalousie"—and intro¬ 
duced the Evening at Pops television series, bringing the orchestra into the living rooms of 
countless Americans. 



When John Williams (1980-1993) succeeded Arthur Fiedler, he was the most highly 
acclaimed composer in Hollywood, and today, 
with 51 Academy Award nominations, he is the 
most-nominated living person in Academy his¬ 
tory. With the Pops, Mr. Williams continued the 
orchestra's prolific recording tradition with a series 
of best-selling albums for the Philips and Sony 
Classical labels, broadened and updated the Pops 
repertoire—commissioning new compositions and 
introducing new arrangements of Boston Pops 
classics— and entertained audiences with live

scores. He traveled extensively with the 
Pops both nationally and international¬ 
ly, leading the Pops on its first tours to 
Japan. Mr. Williams also brought a bit of 
Hollywood to the Pops stage, with special 
appearances by Steven Spielberg, Martin 
Scorsese, and Frank Langella, not to mention Darth Vader, R2D2, and C3PO. 


Having led more than 1,900 Boston Pops concerts in his 23-year tenure, Keith Lockhart 
(1995-present) has created programs that reach out to a broader and younger audience 
by presenting artists—both established performers and rising stars—from virtually every 
corner of the entertainment world, all the while maintaining the Pops' appeal to its core 

audience. He has made 79 television shows, 
led 43 national and four overseas tours 
with the Boston Pops Esplanade Orchestra, 
led the Pops at several high-profile sports 
events, and recorded fourteen albums. Mr. 
Lockhart's tenure has been marked by a dra¬ 
matic increase in touring, the orchestra's first 
Grammy nominations, the first major network 
national broadcast of the Fourth-of-July spec¬ 
tacular from the Esplanade, and the release 
of the Boston Pops' first self-produced and 
self-distributed recordings. In 2017 the Pops 
opened a new page in its history, as the Pops 
organization presented its first self-produced 
Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular. This year the Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular will 
mark its 45th year as one of the nation's proudest holiday traditions. Eaton Vance, a lead¬ 
ing global asset manager based in Boston, is the presenting sponsor of the Boston Pops 
Fireworks Spectacular and Bloomberg, the global business and financial information and 
news leader, is a major sponsor and media partner; both companies made initial three- 
year commitments to the event in 2017.

closing concert presentation of West Side Story 
as part of the salute to this American master. 
Dynamic Broadway star graces the Symphony 
Hall stage with an encore performance, and 
British vocal sensation Alfie Boe, who joined the 
Pops for last summer's Quadrophenia concert 
at Tanglewood, headlines a "Rock the Pops" 
evening. The perennially favorite "John Williams' 
Film Night" is led this year by Mr. Williams and 
BSO Youth and Family Concerts Conductor 
Thomas Wilkins. Mr. Wilkins also leads two concerts celebrating "The Best of the Boston 
Pops/' highlighted by a performance of Rhapsody in Blue. Keith Lockhart leads "Disney's 
Broadway Hits/' featuring beloved songs from Beauty and the Beast, The Little Mermaid, 
Aladdin, The Lion King, and more. "Dance to the Movies," hosted by the multi-talented 
Lesley Ann Warren, brings together noted pros from Dancing with the Stars and So You 
Think You Can Dance and finalists from American Idol and The Voice for fresh interpretations 
of iconic moments from musical films. Conductor Charles Floyd, the Boston Pops Gospel 
Choir, and guest Melinda Doolittle join forces for the always rousing and inspirational 
Gospel Night. The winners of the Fidelity Young Artists Competition have the opportunity 
of a lifetime when they perform at a Pops concert. 

As Keith Lockhart describes it, "All of us at the Boston Pops are thrilled to be part of the 
worldwide centennial celebration of Leonard Bernstein, one of the most remarkable and 
influential cultural figures in this country's history. Since the Boston Pops is renowned for 
its wide-ranging repertoire and its beautiful ability to convey the essence of a great array 
of musical genres and styles, I can't think of a more perfect ensemble to bring out the 
very best in Bernstein's most popular and beloved works. Bernstein's passion for music 
was so all-consuming and his image so ubiquitous that it is fair to say he influenced every 
American musician of my generation. We were all swept along, and all wanted to be, well, 
just like him. I hope 
music lovers near 
and far will join us 
for a season that 
celebrates both 
Leonard Bernstein's 
musical genius and 
many of the most 
extraordinary artists 
of our own time."

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The May 22nd concert is dedicated to Arthur Fiedler, Conductor of the Boston Pops from 
1930 until his death in 1979. Fiedler, who left an indelible mark on the Boston Pops and 
American musical life was, for many, the very image of an orchestra conductor. Born in 
Boston on December 17,1894, he came from a musical family. After early training with his 
father, a violinist in the Boston Symphony Orchestra, Arthur went to study in Berlin, returning 
to the United States at the outbreak of World War I. He joined the Boston Symphony in 1915 

as a second violinist, later moving to 
the viola section. 


Meanwhile, the Boston Pops was falter¬ 
ing under the overly serious direction 
of the Italian composer Alfredo Casella. The BSO management let Casella's contract expire 
and offered Fiedler the job in 1930, sparking a period of remarkable growth for the Boston 


Eager to move beyond the career of an 
orchestral player, he formed the Fiedler 
Sinfonietta, a chamber orchestra, in 
1924. But he also had an even more 
ambitious dream: to offer free concerts 
to the citizens of Boston. In 1929 that 
dream became a reality, when he led 
the first Esplanade Concert, initiating 
a tradition that endures to this day.

Pops. Under the leadership of its first 
American-born conductor, the orchestra 
became a best-selling recording ensem¬ 
ble and, years before it was referred 
to as "America's Orchestra," probably 
the country's most famous orchestra. 
Fiedler's innovative programs, mixing 
a wide range of classical music with 
arrangements of current popular songs 
and novelty numbers, grew widely pop¬ 
ular and spawned numerous imitators. 
For years Fiedler and a touring orchestra 
took the Pops' music around the country. 
Beginning in 1970, Evening at Pops , a joint 
production of WGBH-TV in Boston and the BSO, gave both conductor and orchestra a 
national television presence. 




Surely it didn't hurt that Fiedler was a master of self-promotion and had a colorful personal¬ 
ity, a combination of old-world charm and curmudgeonly 
cynicism. On his 80th birthday, the indefatigable conductor 
remarked, "Give up? Quit now? Never. I'll keep working until 
I die. I'll die with my boots on. He who rests, rots." A Boston 
Globe editorial, published on July 11,1979, the day after his 
death, commented, "By fighting his 84 years, by railing against 
them, the maestro realized what many fail to. He knew in his 
bones that you have to work, enjoy, complain, react, joke, 
assert oneself each minute, good or bad, until the end in order 
to live. Arthur Fiedler pulled that trick off neatly, and the man 
who was perhaps the best-known Bostonian in the world 
managed to avoid 
the withering of 
spirit which crush¬ 
es many in their 
declining years." 

Nearly forty years 
after his death, 

Arthur Fiedler's 

spirit continues to hover over springtime in Boston 
and the eternal return of the Pops.

THOMAS WILKINS 


Music director of the Omaha Symphony since 2005, Thomas Wilkins is also principal 
conductor of the Hollywood Bowl Orchestra and holds the Germeshausen Youth and 
Family Concerts Conductor chair with the Boston Symphony Orchestra. In August 
2017 he assumed the Henry A. Upper Chair of Orchestral Conducting established 
by the late Barbara and David Jacobs as part of Indiana University's “Matching 
the Promise" campaign. Past positions have included resident conductor of the 
Detroit Symphony and Florida Orchestra (Tampa Bay), and associate conductor of 
the Richmond (Virginia) Symphony. He also has served on the music faculties of 
North Park University in Chicago, the University of Tennessee in Chattanooga, and 
Virginia Commonwealth University in Richmond. Devoted to promoting a lifelong 
enthusiasm for music, Thomas Wilkins has been hailed as a master at communicating and 
connecting with audiences. Following his highly successful first season with the Boston 
Symphony, the Boston Globe named him among the “Best People and Ideas of 2011." In 
2014 he received the prestigious Outstanding Artist award at the Nebraska Governor's 
Arts Awards, for his significant contribution to music in the state, and this year the Longy 
School of Music presented Mr. Wilkins with the Leonard Bernstein Lifetime Achievement 
Award for the Elevation of Music in Society. During his conducting career, he has led 
orchestras throughout the United States, including the Philadelphia Orchestra and the 
Cleveland Orchestra, returning in 2016-17 to guest conduct both ensembles. He has also 
conducted the New York Philharmonic, Atlanta Symphony, Rochester Philharmonic, Cin¬ 
cinnati Symphony, Dallas Symphony, Houston Symphony, Buffalo Philharmonic, Baltimore 
Symphony, San Diego Symphony, Utah Symphony, and the National Symphony in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., among others. Following his recent debut at the Grant Park Music Festival 
in Chicago, he returned there in summer 2017. He has led Boston Pops concerts both in 
Symphony Hall and at Tanglewood. His commitment to community has been demon¬ 
strated by his participation on several boards of directors, including the Greater Omaha 
Chamber of Commerce, the Charles Drew Health Center (Omaha), the Center Against 
Spouse Abuse in Tampa Bay, and, in St. Petersburg (Florida), both the Museum of Fine 
Arts and the Academy Preparatory Center. Currently he serves as chairman of the board 
for the Raymond James Charitable Endowment Fund and as national ambassador for the 
non-profit World Pediatric Project headquartered in Richmond, Virginia, which provides 
children throughout Central America and the Caribbean with critical surgical and diagnos¬ 
tic care. A native of Norfolk, Virginia, Thomas Wilkins is a graduate of the Shenandoah 
Conservatory of Music and the New England Conservatory of Music. He resides with his 
wife Sheri-Lee in Omaha.

Acclaimed pianist Ya-Fei Chuang's international appearances include the Berlin Radio

She 
performs frequently with the Spectrum Ensemble Berlin (Germany), and has appeared in 
duo performances with Noah Bendix-Balgley, Martin Chalifour, Alban Gerhardt, Kim Kash- 
kashian, Mark Kosower, and Gabriel Lipkind; she is a frequent partner with Steven Isserlis 
and Robert Levin. Ya-Fei Chuang has appeared at the International Music Sessions in 
Prussia Cove, England, and with the New York Philomusica. Appearances in recent seasons 
have taken her to the festivals of Verbier, Ruhr, Oregon Bach, Nevada, the Mozartwoche 
in Salzburg, the Mozart Festival in Cluj-Napoca, Romania, and to Boston, New York, San 
Francisco, Argentina, Austria, Brazil, Hong Kong, Taiwan, Tokyo, Jerusalem, Tel Aviv, and 
the International Grieg Piano Competition in Norway (where she was a member of the jury 
in the 2014 and 2016 competitions). Performances on fortepiano include Boston Baroque, 
Handel and Haydn Society, the Orchestra of the Age of Enlightenment, Philharmonia 
Baroque, and Concerto Koln. She has recorded for ECM, Harmonia Mundi, Naxos, and New 
York Philomusica Records. The Ruhr Festival has released several of her live recordings, 
including a solo album distributed as a premium of Fono Forum Magazine. Her live record¬ 
ing of Mendelssohn's Piano Concerto No. 1 earned a rave review from Fanfare Magazine 
and her recording of Hindemith chamber works was awarded a special prize by the Inter¬ 
national Record Review. Upcoming CD releases include all-Liszt and all-Chopin recordings, 
as well as the complete piano solo works by Ravel for Le Palais des Degustateurs, to be 
released worldwide on Harmonia Mundi. Her recent solo recital in Boston was praised by 
the Boston Musical Intelligencer. Ya-Fei Chuang's mastery of the most challenging solo and 
chamber repertoire is complemented by her commitment to contemporary music. She has 
given the world premieres of works by John Harbison, Stanley Walden, Thomas Oboe Lee, 
and Pulitzer prize-winner Yehudi Wyner. On the faculty of the Boston Conservatory, she 
gives master classes throughout the United States, Europe, and Asia, and an annual two- 
week master class at the International Summer Academy at the Mozarteum in Salzburg.

Elizabeth Ostling, who holds the Mr. and Mrs. William F. Connell chair as principal flute 
of the Boston Pops Orchestra, is associate principal flute of the Boston Symphony Orches¬ 
tra. She joined the BSO in 1994 and was named associate principal flute in 1997. 
Ms. Ostling grew up in Ridgewood, New Jersey, and graduated in 1994 from the 
Curtis Institute of Music, where she was a student of Julius Baker and Jeffrey 
Khaner. During her freshman year at Curtis, she won first prize in the quadrennial 
Koussevitzky Competition for Woodwinds. She spent a summer with the National 
Repertory Orchestra and was a featured soloist during the Festival of Contemporary 
Music as a Tanglewood Music Center Fellow. Ms. Ostling has been featured in Bos¬ 
ton Symphony performances of Frank Martin's Concerto for Seven Wind Instruments 
and has also performed as soloist with the Boston Pops and New Jersey Symphony orches¬ 
tras, the Metamorphosen Chamber Orchestra, and the Masterworks Festival Orchestra. 

A frequent performer in solo and chamber recitals, she has appeared locally with the 
Boston Symphony Chamber Players and the Boston Artists Ensemble. She has premiered 
three works written for her: at Jordan Hall, Michael Gandolfi's Geppetto's Workshop for 
flute and piano and Dan Coleman's Pavanes and Symmetries for flute and orchestra, and 
at Gordon College, Jeremy Begbie's Good Measure for flute and piano, after a poem by 
Malcolm Guite. In May 2017, Ms. Ostling graduated summa cum laude from Gordon-

the Institute for Christian Unity and performed in lecture events for Duke Initiatives in 
Theology and the Arts. Ms. Ostling is on the flute faculty of Boston University.

Noted in the New York Times as part of "a new wave of female conductors in their late 
20s through early 40s," Sarah Hicks has secured her place in "the next generation of 

up-and-coming American conductors" with her versatile and vibrant musicianship. 
Since October 2009 she has been principal conductor of "Live at Orchestra Hall" 
with the Minnesota Orchestra; she has been instrumental in creating new Pops 
productions while also heading the innovative "Inside the Classics" series. She 
has collaborated with diverse artists, from Jamie Laredo and Hilary Hahn to Josh 
Groban and Smokey Robinson; in summer 2011 she led a two-month tour with Sting 
for the final leg of his Symphonicities Tour. Ms. Hicks's guest conducting engage¬ 
ments have taken her to the Boston Pops, Cincinnati Pops, Philadelphia Orchestra, 
Chicago Symphony, San Francisco Symphony, Atlanta Symphony, Milwaukee Symphony, 
Detroit Symphony, National Symphony, New Jersey Symphony, Indianapolis Symphony, 
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Phoenix Symphony, St. Louis Symphony, Toronto Symphony, Melbourne Symphony, St. 
Petersburg Philharmonic, Tokyo Philharmonic, Nagoya Philharmonic, Osaka Philharmonic, 
Malaysian Philharmonic, and Prime Philharmonic (Seoul, Korea). She led the Los Angeles 
Philharmonic in July 4th concerts at the Hollywood Bowl in 2012, 2013, and 2015. Recent 
highlights include debuts with the Brisbane Symphony, Lisbon Symphony, Calgary Sym¬ 
phony, and Dallas Symphony orchestras, as well as return engagements in San Diego, San 
Francisco, and Cincinnati. Ms. Hicks's past affiliations include positions with the North 
Carolina Symphony, Richmond Symphony, and Florida Philharmonic. From 2000 to 2005 
she was on the faculty of the Curtis Institute of Music and continues her affiliation as Staff 
Conductor. Her opera appearances have included Verdi's Aida with the East Slovak State 
Opera Theater, Poulenc's Dialogues des Carmelites and Handel's Alcina with the Curtis 
Opera Studio, and a semi-staged production of Humperdinck's Hansel und Gretel with the 
Minnesota Orchestra. A committed proponent of new music, Ms. Hicks conceived and 
completed a Microcommission Project, the first of its kind, with the Minnesota Orchestra 
in which hundreds of people made micro-donations to fund a major new work by com¬ 
poser Judd Greenstein. Her recording project with the Vermont Symphony, "Triple 
Doubles," featuring music of Richard Danielpour and David Ludwig, with Jaime Laredo 
and Sharon Robinson as soloists, was recently released on the Bridge label. She has also 
conducted performances with Composers in the Shape of a Pear (Cleveland) and the 
Aspen Contemporary Ensemble. Born in Tokyo, Japan, raised in Honolulu, Hawaii, and 
trained on both the piano and the viola, Sarah Hicks was a prize-winning pianist by her 
early teens. She received her BA magna cum laude from Harvard University in composition 
and holds an artists' degree in conducting from the Curtis Institute of Music, where she 
studied with the late renowned pedagogue Otto-Werner Mueller. In her spare time, 

Ms. Hicks enjoys running, yoga, her Papillon, cooking (and eating) with her husband, 
traveling, and sketching.

David Javerbaum has won thirteen Emmy Awards in his career, eleven of them for his 
on The Daily Show with Jon Stewart , where he worked eleven years as a writer, then 
head writer, then executive producer. He was one of the three principal authors of 
the show's 2004 textbook parody America (The Book): A Citizen's Guide to Democ¬ 
racy Inaction , which sold 2.6 million copies and won the 2005 Thurber Prize for 
American Humor, and also co-authored its 2010 sequel, Earth (The Book). In 2016 
he co-created, along with Chuck Lorre, the Netflix sitcom Disjointed starring Kathy 
Bates. His other comedy work includes a late-'90s stint at The Onion (where he 
conceived and co-wrote the book Our Dumb Century) and TV jobs at The Late Show 
with David Letterman, The Late Late Show with James Corden, Beavis and Butthead , 
and at Fusion Television, where he created the puppet news-parody show No, You Shut Up! 
in conjunction with the Henson Company. He serves as the Lord Almighty's secretary for 
@TheTweetOfGod, which with over five million followers is the largest unverified account 
on Twitter. The account served as the basis for his play An Act of God, which opened on 
Broadway in the spring of 2015 starring Jim Parsons, and again the following spring starring 
Sean Hayes. The account was an offshoot of his 2011 book, The Last Testament: A Memoir 
by God; he also wrote the 2009 pregnancy satire What to Expect When You're Expected: 

A Fetus's Guide to the First Three Trimesters. Mr. Javerbaum is also a musical-theater lyricist 
and librettist who is an alumnus of the Graduate Musical Theatre Writing program at 
New York University's Tisch School of the Arts.

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Probably no piece of music is more 
closely identified with the Boston 
Pops than The Stars and Stripes 
Forever , John Philip Sousa's master¬ 
piece and undoubtedly the world's 
most famous march. "The March 
King/' as Sousa was called, com¬ 
posed the work in his head while 
returning to America from Europe 
via steamship in November 1896. 
The piano score bears the date 
"Xmas '96.'' 


Boston's connection to The Stars 
and Stripes Forever began in April 
1897, when Sousa—in town for 
concerts with his own band—com¬ 
pleted the full band score on the 
26th. The official premiere took 
place in Philadelphia on May 14th 
at the unveiling of a new statue of 
George Washington. The march was very well received there and in other cities where it 
was played that spring. Six weeks later, Sousa had completed and copyrighted the parts 
for the orchestral version. The very next day—July 2,1897—the orchestral version of 
The Stars and Stripes Forever was given its first performance by the Boston Pops. By the 
end of the century, Sousa's march was regularly programmed as the finale of the Pops 
concerts, an honored position it has held for more than a hundred years. Its success can 
be attributed to several factors: an engaging variety of melodies; the colorful scoring 
(including famous passages in the trio section for the piccolo and for the trombones); 
and the performance style, in which Sousa had the featured sections stand as they 
played. 


The Stars and Stripes Forever has rightfully earned its place on Pops programs and in the 
hearts of Americans. Not only was it Sousa's finest achievement, it was also his favorite 
composition. Fittingly, the first four bars of the familiar trio melody are inscribed on the 
bandleader's headstone in the Congressional Cemetery in our nation's capital.

The BSO's web site (bso.org) provides information on all Boston Symphony and Boston Pops activi¬ 
ties at Symphony Hall and at Tanglewood, and is updated regularly. In addition, tickets for BSO and 
Pops concerts can be purchased online through a secure credit card transaction. 

Please note: In consideration of our artists and patrons, late seating will take place only during the 
seating break approximately five minutes after the start of each performance. 

Smoking is not permitted anywhere in Symphony Hall. 

Camera and recording equipment may not be brought into Symphony Hall during concerts. 

To avoid delays in food service, patrons at tables are encouraged to place their orders as early 
as possible. 

Patrons who bring bags to Symphony Hall are subject to mandatory inspections before entering 
the building. 

In the event of a building emergency, patrons will be notified by an announcement from the stage. 
Should the building need to be evacuated, please exit via the nearest door (see map on opposite 
page), or according to instructions. 

The box office is open from 10am until 6pm Monday through Friday and 4:30pm until 8:30pm on 
Saturday during the Pops season. The box office closes a half-hour past starting time for evening 
concerts. In addition, the box office opens at noon for the Saturday and Sunday matinee performances. 

To purchase Boston Pops tickets: American Express, MasterCard, Visa, Diners Club, Discover, 
a personal check, and cash are accepted at the box office. To charge tickets instantly on a major 
credit card, call "SymphonyCharge" at (617) 266-1200, from 10am until 5pm Monday through 
Friday and from 12:30pm until 4:30pm on Saturday. Outside the 617 area code, phone 1-888-266- 
1200. As noted above, tickets can also be purchased online. There is a handling fee of $6.50 for 
each ticket ordered by phone or online. 

Ticket prices range from $30 to $150. For Group Sales of 20 or more and Event Planning, call 
800-933-4255. 

First aid facilities for both men and women are available. On-call physicians attending concerts 
should leave their names and seat locations at the Cohen Wing entrance on Huntington Avenue. 

For patrons with disabilities, elevator access to Symphony Hall is available at both the Massachu¬ 
setts Avenue and Cohen Wing entrances. An access service center, large print programs, and 
accessible restrooms are available inside the Cohen Wing. For more information, call the Access 
Services Administrator line at (617) 638-9431 or TDD/TTY (617) 638-9289. 

Elevators are located outside the O'Block/Kay and Cabot-Cahners rooms on the Massachusetts 
Avenue side of Symphony Hall, and in the Cohen Wing. 

The Eunice S. and Julian Cohen Wing, adjacent to Symphony Hall on Huntington Avenue, may be 
entered by the Symphony Hall West Entrance. 

Ladies' rooms are located on both main corridors of the orchestra level, as well as at both ends of 
the first balcony, audience-left, and in the Cohen Wing. 

Men's rooms are located on the orchestra level, audience-right, outside the O'Block/Kay Room 
near the elevator; on the first-balcony level, also audience-right, near the elevator, outside the 
Cabot-Cahners Room; and in the Cohen Wing. 


Coatrooms are located on the orchestra and first-balcony levels, audience-left, outside the 
O'Block/Kay and Cabot-Cahners rooms, and in the Cohen Wing. Please note that the BSO is not 
responsible for personal apparel or other property of patrons. 

Lounges and Bar Service: There are two lounges in Symphony Hall. The O'Block/Kay Room on the 
orchestra level and the Cabot-Cahners Room on the first-balcony level serve drinks starting one 
hour before each performance. 

Lost and found is located at the security desk at the Symphony Hall stage door on St. Stephen Street. 

Parking: The Prudential Center Garage and Copley Place Parking on Huntington Avenue offer 
discounted parking to any Boston Pops patron with a ticket stub for evening performances. Patrons 
parking at the Prudential Center must have their tickets validated at Customer Service in order 
to receive the discount. There are several other paid garages in the area and limited street parking 
is available.

Using archival materials displayed on the orchestra and first-balcony levels of Symphony 
Hall, this season's BSO Archives exhibit recognizes three significant anniversaries. 

CELEBRATING THE BERNSTEIN CENTENNIAL 

Anticipating the iooth anniversary on August 25, 2018, of Leonard Bernstein's birth, 
the Archives has assembled materials documenting Bernstein's Boston roots and his 
deep, lifelong connection with the BSO, Tanglewood, and the Boston Pops. 

• An exhibit in the Brooke Corridor focuses on Bernstein's early connections with Boston 
and the BSO. 

• An exhibit case on the first balcony, audience-right, is devoted to the world premiere of 
Bernstein's opera Trouble in Tahiti on June 12, 1952, as part of a Creative Arts Festival 
at Brandeis University in which many BSO members performed. 

• An exhibit case on the first balcony, audience-left, documents BSO performances of Bee¬ 
thoven's Missa Solemnis at Tanglewood in 1951,1955, and 1971 led by Leonard Bernstein in 
memory of his mentor, BSO conductor Serge Koussevitzlcy. 

• A display in the Cabot-Cahners Room of photographs, musical scores, and memorabilia 
documents the BSO premieres of works by Leonard Bernstein and B SO-commissioned 
works by Bernstein himself. 

MARKING THE IOOTH ANNIVERSARY OF THE BSO'S FIRST RECORDINGS IN 1917 

One hundred years ago the BSO traveled to Camden, New Jersey, to make its very first 
recordings for the Victor Talking Machine Co. (later RCA Victor). 

• An exhibit near the backstage door in the Brooke Corridor focuses on the turbulent World 
War I era during which the BSO's first recordings were made. 

• A display on the first balcony, audience-left, documents the BSO’s first recording sessions 
of October 2-5,1917. 

MARKING THE 60 TH ANNIVERSARY OF THE BOSTON YOUTH SYMPHONY 
ORCHESTRAS (BYSO) 

• In the Hatch Corridor, material on loan from the BYSO Archives documents both its own 
history and its ongoing partnership with the BSO.

John Williams and Leonard Bernstein at Harvard Night at Pops, June 6, 1989, marking the 50th reunion of

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Having celebrated his twentieth anniversary as Boston Pops Conductor in 2015, Keith 
Lockhart is the second longest-tenured conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra since its 
founding in 1885. He took over as conductor in 1995, following John Williams's thirteen- 
year tenure from 1980 to 1993; Mr. Williams succeeded the legendary Arthur Fiedler, who 
was at the helm of the orchestra for nearly fifty years. During his tenure, Keith Lockhart 
has significantly expanded Pops programming, focused on national annual touring, and 
participated in major media events. He has solidified the orchestra's place in the fabric of 
the New England community and has led the Boston Pops in countless performance situ¬ 
ations. The list of more than 250 guest artists with whom he has collaborated is a virtual 
"who's who" of performers and pop culture icons. 

Keith Lockhart, who occupies the Julian and Eunice Cohen Boston Pops Conductor chair, 
has conducted more than 1,900 Boston Pops concerts, most of which have taken place 
during the orchestra's spring and holiday seasons in Boston's historic Symphony Hall. 
Mr. Lockhart has also led annual Boston Pops appearances at Tanglewood, 43 national 
tours to more than 150 cities in 38 states, and four international tours to Japan and Korea. 
He and the Pops have made 79 television shows and participated in such high-profile 
sporting events as Super Bowl XXXVI, the 2008 NBA finals, the 2013 Boston Red Sox 
Ring Ceremony, and the Red Sox Opening Day game at Fenway Park in 2009. The annual 
July 4 Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular draws a live audience of over half a million to 
the Charles River Esplanade and millions more who view it on television or live webcast. 
Last year, with Eaton Vance as presenting sponsor and Bloomberg exclusive media partner, 
the Pops organization presented its first self-produced Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular, 
which was broadcast on Bloomberg Television and all its media outlets. Both companies 
made initial three-year commitments to the event in 2017. 



Mr. Lockhart has led eight albums on the RCA Victor/BMG Classics label, including two— 
The Celtic Album and The Latin Album— that earned Grammy nominations. Recent releases 
on Boston Pops Recordings include The Red Sox Album, A Boston Pops Christmas-Live 
from Symphony Hall , and The Dream Lives On: A Portrait of the Kennedy Brothers , which 
was a Boston Pops commission premiered in 2010 during the orchestra's 125th season. 
Released at the beginning of the 2017 Pops season, Lights , Camera...Music! Six Decades of 
John Williams features Keith Lockhart leading the Boston Pops in a collection of Williams 
compositions from the 1960s onward, some of which can be considered rarities. 

Programming-wise, Keith Lockhart has put an increased focus on musical theater, attracting 
such leading Broadway artists as Kristen Chenoweth, Idina Menzel, Kelli O'Hara, Berna¬ 
dette Peters, and Billy Porter to the Pops stage. He has worked closely with hundreds of 
talented young musicians, including Fellows of the Tanglewood Music Center, college 
students from the Boston Conservatory and Berklee College of Music, and area high 
school students. He introduced the PopSearch talent competition and the innovative 
JazzFest and EdgeFest series, featuring prominent jazz and indie artists performing with 
the Pops. He is dedicated to building and updating the Boston Pops library of music, which 
contains over five thousand arrangements. 

With a renewed commitment to bring the Boston Pops into the Boston community and 
to important civic events, Keith Lockhart and the Pops have appeared at gubernatorial 
and mayoral inauguration ceremonies; the annual tree lighting in Boston's Public Garden; 
sporting events including Red Sox, Patriots, Bruins, and Celtics games; and the memorial 
service for the Boston Marathon bombing victims. He has led free concerts in such major 
public spaces as Boston Common and Franklin Park, and each holiday season brings 
members of the Pops to play for patients at Children's Hospital. 

Perhaps the most significant key to Keith Lockhart's success is his ability to connect pas¬ 
sionately with audiences through his engaging programs, his commitment to speaking 
directly from the stage with fascinating insights into the music, and his inherent under¬ 
standing of the importance of what sets the Pops experience apart from a traditional 
orchestra concert—an atmosphere of music-making that is both fun and entertaining for 
music lovers of all ages. 

Having just completed an eight-year tenure as principal conductor, Keith Lockhart is now 
chief guest conductor of the BBC Concert Orchestra in London, which he led in the June 
2012 Diamond Jubilee Concert for Queen Elizabeth II; he is also artistic director of the 
Brevard Music Center summer institute and festival in North Carolina. Prior to his BBC 
appointment, he spent eleven years as music director of the Utah Symphony, which he 
led at the 2002 Olympic Winter Games in Salt Lake City. He has appeared as a guest 
conductor with virtually every major symphonic ensemble in North America, as well as 
many prestigious orchestras in Asia and Europe. Prior to coming to Boston, he was the 
associate conductor of both the Cincinnati Symphony and Cincinnati Pops orchestras, as 
well as music director of the Cincinnati Chamber Orchestra. Born in Poughkeepsie, NY, 
Keith Lockhart began his musical studies with piano lessons at the age of seven. He holds 
degrees from Furman University and Carnegie Mellon University, and honorary doctor¬ 
ates from several American universities. Visit keithlockhart.com for further information. 
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In a career spanning six decades, John Williams has become one of America's most 
accomplished and successful composers for film and for the concert stage; he remains 
one of our nation's most distinguished and contributive musical voices. In January 1980, 
Mr. Williams was named nineteenth conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra, succeed¬ 
ing the legendary Arthur Fiedler. He currently holds the title of George and Roberta 
Berry Boston Pops Conductor Laureate, which he assumed following his retirement in 
December 1993, after fourteen highly successful seasons. He also holds the title of Artist- 
in- Residence at Tanglewood. In addition, he maintains thriving artistic relationships 
with many of the world's great orchestras. His 40-year artistic partnership with director 
Steven Spielberg has resulted in such acclaimed and successful films as Schindler's List, 

E.T. The Extra-Terrestrial, Jaws, Jurassic Park, Close Encounters of the Third Kind, the Indiana 
Jones films, Lincoln, Saving Private Ryan, War Horse, The Adventures of Tintin, Amistad, 
Munich, Hook, Catch Me If You Can, Minority Report, A.I. Artificial Intelligence , and Empire 
of the Sun. Mr. Williams also composed the scores for all eight Star Wars films, the first 
three Harry Potter films, Superman, JFK, Born on the Fourth of July, Memoirs of a Geisha, Far 
and Away, The Accidental Tourist, Home Alone, Nixon, The Patriot, The Book Thief, Angela's 
Ashes, Seven Years in Tibet, The Witches of Eastwick, Rosewood, Sleepers, Sabrina, Presumed 
Innocent, The Cowboys, The Reivers , and Goodbye, Mr. Chips , among many others. His most 
recent film project was Spielberg's The Post. He has worked with such legendary directors 
as Alfred Hitchcock, William Wyler, and Robert Altman. He adapted the score for the 
film version of Fiddler on the Roof, for which he composed original violin cadenzas for 
renowned virtuoso Isaac Stern. He has appeared on recordings as pianist and conductor 
with Itzhak Perlman, Joshua Bell, Jessye Norman, and others. Mr. Williams has received 
five Academy Awards and a total of fifty-one Oscar nominations, making him the Acade¬ 
my's most-nominated living person. He also has received seven British Academy Awards 


(BAFTA), twenty-four Grammys, four Golden Globes, five Emmys, and numerous gold and 
platinum records. 

A composition student of Mario Castelnuovo-Tedesco, Mr. Williams also studied piano at 
the Juilliard School with Madame Rosina Lhevinne. He began his career in the film industry 
working with such accomplished composers as Bernard Herrmann, Alfred Newman, and 
Franz Waxman. He went on to write music for more than 200 television films for the 
groundbreaking, early anthology series Alcoa Theatre , Kraft Television Theatre , Chrysler 
Theatre , and Playhouse 90. His more recent contributions to television music include 
themes for NBC Nightly News ("The Mission"), the theme for what has become network 
television's longest-running series, NBC's Meet the Press , and the prestigious PBS arts 
showcase Great Performances. 

Mr. Williams has composed numerous works for the concert stage, among them two sym¬ 
phonies, and concertos for flute, oboe, violin, clarinet, viola, and tuba. His cello concerto 
was commissioned by the Boston Symphony Orchestra and premiered by Yo-Yo Ma at 
Tanglewood in 1994. Mr. Williams also has filled commissions by several of the world's 
leading orchestras, including a bassoon concerto for the New York Philharmonic, a trum¬ 
pet concerto for the Cleveland Orchestra, and a horn concerto for the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra. "Seven for Luck," a seven-piece song cycle for soprano and orchestra based on 
texts by former U.S. Poet Laureate Rita Dove, was premiered by the Boston Symphony at 
Tanglewood in 1998. And at the opening concert of their 2009-10 season, James Levine led 
the Boston Symphony in the premiere of Mr. Williams's "On Willows and Birches," a new 
concerto for harp and orchestra. 

One of America's best-known and most distinctive artistic voices, Mr. Williams has com¬ 
posed music for many important cultural and commemorative events, including "Liberty 
Fanfare" for the rededication of the Statue of Liberty in 1986, "American Journey" for the 
America's Millennium concert in Washington, D.C., on New Year's Eve 1999, and "Sound¬ 
ings" for the gala opening of Walt Disney Concert Hall in Los Angeles. In the world of sport, 
he has contributed musical themes for the 1984,1988, and 1996 Summer Olympic Games, 
and the 2002 Winter Olympic Games. 

Mr. Williams holds honorary degrees from twenty-one American universities, including 
The Juilliard School, Harvard University, Boston College, Northeastern University, Tufts 
University, Boston University, the New England Conservatory of Music, the University 
of Massachusetts at Boston, The Eastman School of Music, the Oberlin Conservatory of 
Music, and the University of Southern California. He is a recipient of the 2009 National 
Medal of Arts, the highest award given to artists by the United States Government. In 2003 
he received the Olympic Order, the IOC's highest honor, for his contributions to the Olym¬ 
pic movement. He served as the Grand Marshal of the 2004 Rose Parade in Pasadena, and 
was a recipient of the Kennedy Center Honor in December 2004. In 2016, he received the 
AFI's Life Achievement Award, the first time this award has been given to a composer. In 
January 2009, Mr. Williams composed and arranged "Air and Simple Gifts" especially for 
the inaugural ceremony of President Barack Obama. 
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In 2018 the Boston Pops, affectionately called 
"America's Orchestra," enters its 133rd season 
of entertaining audiences in Boston and beyond 
Boston Pops Conductor Keith Lockhart marks 
his 24th year at the helm of the orchestra. The 
season's major focus is a celebration of the 
music of Leonard Bernstein—a towering, 
multi-faceted, and influential artistic figure of 
the 20th century—marking the centennial of his birth in Lawrence, Massachusetts. 


When Civil War veteran Henry Lee Higginson founded the Boston Symphony Orchestra 
in 1881, he called its establishment "the dream of my life." From the start he intended to 
present, in the warmer months, concerts of light classics and the popular music of the 
day. From a practical perspective, Higginson realized that these "lighter" performances, 
to be called "Promenade Concerts," would provide year-round employment for his 
musicians, and in 1885 he was able to fulfill his vision. In May of that year—a little more 
than a month before the inaugural "Promenade Concert''—German-born conductor 
Adolf Neuendorff, under the aegis of the BSO, conducted a series of "Popular Concerts" 
in the Boston Music Hall, where the audience sat in typical concert seating and no 
refreshments were served. On July 11,1885, Neuendorff—who became the first con¬ 
ductor of the Pops, before that name was officially adopted—led the first official "Prom¬ 
enade Concert," distinguished from "Popular Concerts" by virtue of seating (tables 
and chairs instead of auditorium-style rows), program format (three parts divided by 
two intermissions, during which patrons could promenade around the concert hall), 
and the availability of food and beverages. For the rest of the 19th century, although 
formally called "Promenade Concerts," they continued to be referred to informally as 
"Popular," which eventually became shortened to "Pops," the name officially adopted 
in 1900. The following year the orchestra performed for the first time in its new home, 
Symphony Hall. Not only is this performance space acoustically outstanding, it was also 
designed, at Higginson's insistence, so that the rows of floor seats for Boston Symphony

concerts could be replaced by 
tables and chairs for Pops con¬ 
certs. To this day, patrons sit¬ 
ting at the cabaret-style tables 
can enjoy food and drink, along 
with the kind of musical enter¬ 
tainment only the Boston Pops 
can provide. 
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Some people may not realize 
that there were seventeen 

Pops conductors, beginning with the aforementioned Adolf Neuendorff, who preceded 
Arthur Fiedler, the first American-born musician to lead the orchestra. In his nearly 

50-year tenure as Pops Conductor (1930- 
1979), Arthur Fiedler established the Boston 
Pops as a national icon. He moved the Pops 
beyond its origins in light-classical music 
into the world of pop culture, showcasing the 
popular artists of the day as well as the work 
of young American composers and arrangers. 
Mr. Fiedler organized the first free outdoor 
orchestral concerts on the Charles River 
Esplanade that led to Boston's now-famous 
Fourth of July concert, established the Pops 
as the most recorded orchestra in history- 
including the best-seller "Jalousie"—and intro¬ 
duced the Evening at Pops television series, bringing the orchestra into the living rooms of 
countless Americans. 



When John Williams (1980-1993) succeeded Arthur Fiedler, he was the most highly 
acclaimed composer in Hollywood, and today, 
with 51 Academy Award nominations, he is the 
most-nominated living person in Academy his¬ 
tory. With the Pops, Mr. Williams continued the

Scorsese, and Frank Langella, not to mention Darth Vader, R2D2, and C3PO. 


Having led more than 1,900 Boston Pops concerts in his 23-year tenure, Keith Lockhart 
(1995-present) has created programs that reach out to a broader and younger audience 
by presenting artists—both established performers and rising stars—from virtually every 
corner of the entertainment world, all the while maintaining the Pops' appeal to its core 

audience. He has made 79 television shows, 
led 43 national and four overseas tours 
with the Boston Pops Esplanade Orchestra, 
led the Pops at several high-profile sports 
events, and recorded fourteen albums. Mr. 
Lockhart's tenure has been marked by a dra¬ 
matic increase in touring, the orchestra's first 
Grammy nominations, the first major network 
national broadcast of the Fourth-of-July spec¬ 
tacular from the Esplanade, and the release 
of the Boston Pops' first self-produced and 
self-distributed recordings. In 2017 the Pops 
opened a new page in its history, as the Pops 
organization presented its first self-produced 
Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular. This year the Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular will 
mark its 45th year as one of the nation's proudest holiday traditions. Eaton Vance, a lead¬ 
ing global asset manager based in Boston, is the presenting sponsor of the Boston Pops 
Fireworks Spectacular and Bloomberg, the global business and financial information and 
news leader, is a major sponsor and media partner; both companies made initial three- 
year commitments to the event in 2017.

Week 4 



There is a well-documented history of American music that connects all of sacred music 
through scriptures. The sacred music of African Americans, both musically and themati¬ 
cally, has the added elements of social justice and empowerment. The musical connections 
emerged from the way that hymns of the Protestant church influenced Negro spirituals, 
which influenced blues, which influenced gospel. The social justice themes are connected 
through the enduring social struggles of African Americans. Gospel Night 2018 represents 
a unique opportunity for showcasing African American sacred music, both musically and 
thematically. 

The journey from hymns to spirituals, to blues, and to gospel began in the late nineteenth 
and early twentieth century. The Father of Gospel Music, Thomas A. Dorsey (1899-1993), 

was a blues man, being the accompanist for Ma Rainey. 
Thomas Dorsey was influenced by hymns and used them as 
a basis for developing gospel songs. One of Dorsey's most 
famous gospel songs is "Precious Lord, Take My Hand," which 
is closely connected to the hymn tune "Maitland." The lyrics, 
however, were based solely on Dorsey's own personal strug¬ 
gles at the time and had little to do directly with scriptures. 
Dorsey's training and work in the blues industry served as a 
basis for writing text that was directly reflective of one's con¬ 
ditions. Blues legend Muddy Waters once said, "The blues 
was born behind a mule." This sentiment bore out the notion 
that blues spoke of the oppressed social conditions of the 
African American who worked hard yet had to find a way to 
bring some entertainment and normalcy to life. 

The foundations of blues and gospel music, to say nothing of 
their interconnection, make American music unique. From blues and gospel, we get the 
contemporary music of America. 

Edwin Hawkins, who died on January 15, 2018, at age 74, was considered by many to be 
the Father of Contemporary Gospel Music. As Neil Genzlinger wrote in The New York Times 
obituary for Hawkins, "[he] merged gospel and secular sounds in a career highlighted 
by the accidental crossover hit 'Oh Happy Day' in 1969....Mr. Hawkins was sometimes 
criticized by gospel purists for sounding too commercial and for unleashing a trend that

has only led to more intermingling of styles, like gospel rap. 
In a 1991 interview with USA Today , he responded to those 
complaints. 'Some of it sounds very worldly,' he acknowledged 
of his music and what had come after, 'but if the lyrics speak 
about the Lord, it's still gospel.'" At this year's "Gospel Night at 
Pops," the Boston Pops Gospel Choir sings "Oh Happy Day" as 
a memorial tribute to Edwin Hawkins. 




The difficult lives led by enslaved Africans during the develop¬ 
ment of this country featured indoctrination in the Christian 
faith. Going to church offered an opportunity to learn about the 
Bible. Interestingly, the lessons taught were mostly taken from 
the Pauline letters of the New Testament. There are many lessons from St. Paul's letters 
concerning servitude to one's master and the gentleness of Jesus. Despite that teaching, 
the Africans developed great interest in the Old Testament stories that prominently fea¬ 
tured God's ability to liberate His people from bondage. Combining African rhythms and 
harmonies with messages of hope from the Old Testament, many of the so-called "Negro 
spirituals" were created. There were, of course, many Negro spirituals that featured Jesus 
and the Pauline letters, but the Old 
Testament themes of hope gained 
popularity. Because the enslaved 
Africans were often banned from 
using musical instruments, they 
created complex vocal harmo¬ 
nies. Eventually, these harmonies 
became the basis for blues, gos¬ 
pel music, and jazz. 

Spirituals played a major role 
in teaching the Holy Scriptures; 
hence, the prominence of the 
spirituals made them powerful 
in ensuring strong religious faith. 

With the prominence and popu¬ 
larity of blues and gospel music 
throughout the world, it is with 

pleasure that this year's "Gospel Night at Pops" program, which showcases both, is 
presented. It is hoped that you will enjoy both the musical and thematic threads and 
understand better the kinship that they share.

Matthew Anderson has been praised for performances in oratorio, opera, and musical 
theater. An accomplished interpreter of Bach's music, Mr. Anderson sings regularly as a 
soloist in Boston's renowned Emmanuel Music Bach Cantata Series.

Sharon sings in numerous choirs throughout New England, and 
can be heard with the Boston Community Choir, Joyful Voices of Inspiration Choir, Sharing 
a New Song Chorus, Messiah Baptist Church, and other local groups. Sharon has appeared 
at Symphony Hall as a lead vocalist and member of the Boston Pops Gospel Choir for more 
than twenty years, also singing for Holiday Pops and PBS's Evening at Pops with guests Patti 
La Belle and Edwin Hawkins. Sharon retired in 2011 from federal service following 37 years 
of exemplary public service as a Civil Rights Specialist for the U.S. Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency. 


THE BOSTON POPS GOSPEL CHOIR 


The Boston Pops Gospel Choir, made up of volunteers from church choirs and other choruses 
in the greater Boston area, was originally brought together to participate in the first "Gospel 
Night at Pops," which took place on Sunday, June 13,1993. "Gospel Night" came about as a 
result of the vision and commitment of the Boston Symphony Orchestra's Cultural Diversity 
Committee, and particularly because of the late Vondal M. Taylor, Jr. (1954-95), who was 
Vice-Chairman of the committee and a BSO Overseer. That first performance was led by 
guest conductor Isaiah Jackson, and Alvin Parris, III, prepared the choir. The following year 
Charles Floyd, perhaps best known for his work with Natalie Cole, led acclaimed "Gospel 
Night" performances, which featured his own arrangements, both at Symphony Hall and on 
the Esplanade. This season, which marks the 26th annual "Gospel Night at Pops," Mr. Floyd 
returns to lead the concert for the twenty-fourth time. In 1996 the Boston Pops Gospel 
Choir joined Patti LaBelle and Edwin Hawkins for a concert taped for the PBS series Evening 
at Pops.

The BSO's web site (bso.org) provides information on all Boston Symphony and Boston Pops activi¬ 
ties at Symphony Hall and at Tanglewood, and is updated regularly. In addition, tickets for BSO and 
Pops concerts can be purchased online through a secure credit card transaction. 

Please note: In consideration of our artists and patrons, late seating will take place only during the 
seating break approximately five minutes after the start of each performance. 

Smoking is not permitted anywhere in Symphony Hall. 

Camera and recording equipment may not be brought into Symphony Hall during concerts. 

To avoid delays in food service, patrons at tables are encouraged to place their orders as early 
as possible. 

Patrons who bring bags to Symphony Hall are subject to mandatory inspections before entering 
the building. 

In the event of a building emergency, patrons will be notified by an announcement from the stage. 
Should the building need to be evacuated, please exit via the nearest door (see map on opposite 
page), or according to instructions. 

The box office is open from 10am until 6pm Monday through Friday and 4:30pm until 8:30pm on 
Saturday during the Pops season. The box office closes a half-hour past starting time for evening 
concerts. In addition, the box office opens at noon for the Saturday and Sunday matinee performances. 

To purchase Boston Pops tickets: American Express, MasterCard, Visa, Diners Club, Discover, 
a personal check, and cash are accepted at the box office. To charge tickets instantly on a major 
credit card, call "SymphonyCharge" at (617) 266-1200, from 10am until 5pm Monday through 
Friday and from 12:30pm until 4:30pm on Saturday. Outside the 617 area code, phone 1-888-266- 
1200. As noted above, tickets can also be purchased online. There is a handling fee of $6.50 for 
each ticket ordered by phone or online. 

Ticket prices range from $30 to $150. For Group Sales of 20 or more and Event Planning, call

First aid facilities for both men and women are available. On-call physicians attending concerts 
should leave their names and seat locations at the Cohen Wing entrance on Huntington Avenue.

Men's rooms are located on the orchestra level, audience-right, outside the O'Block/Kay Room 
near the elevator; on the first-balcony level, also audience-right, near the elevator, outside the 
Cabot-Cahners Room; and in the Cohen Wing. 


Coatrooms are located on the orchestra and first-balcony levels, audience-left, outside the 
O'Block/Kay and Cabot-Cahners rooms, and in the Cohen Wing.

Using archival materials displayed on the orchestra and first-balcony levels of Symphony 
Hall, this season's BSO Archives exhibit recognizes three significant anniversaries. 

CELEBRATING THE BERNSTEIN CENTENNIAL 

Anticipating the iooth anniversary on August 25, 2018, of Leonard Bernstein's birth, 
the Archives has assembled materials documenting Bernstein's Boston roots and his 
deep, lifelong connection with the BSO, Tanglewood, and the Boston Pops. 

• An exhibit in the Brooke Corridor focuses on Bernstein's early connections with Boston 
and the BSO. 

• An exhibit case on the first balcony, audience-right, is devoted to the world premiere of 
Bernstein's opera Trouble in Tahiti on June 12, 1952, as part of a Creative Arts Festival 
at Brandeis University in which many BSO members performed. 

• An exhibit case on the first balcony, audience-left, documents BSO performances of Bee¬ 
thoven's Missa Solemnis at Tanglewood in 1951,1955, and 1971 led by Leonard Bernstein in 
memory of his mentor, BSO conductor Serge Koussevitzlcy. 

• A display in the Cabot-Cahners Room of photographs, musical scores, and memorabilia 
documents the BSO premieres of works by Leonard Bernstein and B SO-commissioned 
works by Bernstein himself. 

MARKING THE IOOTH ANNIVERSARY OF THE BSO'S FIRST RECORDINGS IN 1917 

One hundred years ago the BSO traveled to Camden, New Jersey, to make its very first 
recordings for the Victor Talking Machine Co. (later RCA Victor). 

• An exhibit near the backstage door in the Brooke Corridor focuses on the turbulent World 
War I era during which the BSO's first recordings were made. 

• A display on the first balcony, audience-left, documents the BSO’s first recording sessions 
of October 2-5,1917. 

MARKING THE 60TH ANNIVERSARY OF THE BOSTON YOUTH SYMPHONY 
ORCHESTRAS (BYSO) 

• In the Hatch Corridor, material on loan from the BYSO Archives documents both its own 
history and its ongoing partnership with the BSO.

Having celebrated his twentieth anniversary as Boston Pops Conductor in 2015, Keith 
Lockhart is the second longest-tenured conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra since its 
founding in 1885. He took over as conductor in 1995, following John Williams's thirteen- 
year tenure from 1980 to 1993; Mr. Williams succeeded the legendary Arthur Fiedler, who 
was at the helm of the orchestra for nearly fifty years. During his tenure, Keith Lockhart 
has significantly expanded Pops programming, focused on national annual touring, and 
participated in major media events. He has solidified the orchestra's place in the fabric of 
the New England community and has led the Boston Pops in countless performance situ¬ 
ations. The list of more than 250 guest artists with whom he has collaborated is a virtual 
"who's who" of performers and pop culture icons. 

Keith Lockhart, who occupies the Julian and Eunice Cohen Boston Pops Conductor chair, 
has conducted more than 1,900 Boston Pops concerts, most of which have taken place 
during the orchestra's spring and holiday seasons in Boston's historic Symphony Hall. 
Mr. Lockhart has also led annual Boston Pops appearances at Tanglewood, 43 national 
tours to more than 150 cities in 38 states, and four international tours to Japan and Korea. 
He and the Pops have made 79 television shows and participated in such high-profile 
sporting events as Super Bowl XXXVI, the 2008 NBA finals, the 2013 Boston Red Sox 
Ring Ceremony, and the Red Sox Opening Day game at Fenway Park in 2009. The annual 
July 4 Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular draws a live audience of over half a million to 
the Charles River Esplanade and millions more who view it on television or live webcast. 
Last year, with Eaton Vance as presenting sponsor and Bloomberg exclusive media partner, 
the Pops organization presented its first self-produced Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular, 
which was broadcast on Bloomberg Television and all its media outlets. Both companies 
made initial three-year commitments to the event in 2017. 



Mr. Lockhart has led eight albums on the RCA Victor/BMG Classics label, including two— 
The Celtic Album and The Latin Album— that earned Grammy nominations. Recent releases 
on Boston Pops Recordings include The Red Sox Album, A Boston Pops Christmas-Live 
from Symphony Hall , and The Dream Lives On: A Portrait of the Kennedy Brothers , which 
was a Boston Pops commission premiered in 2010 during the orchestra's 125th season. 
Released at the beginning of the 2017 Pops season, Lights , Camera...Music! Six Decades of 
John Williams features Keith Lockhart leading the Boston Pops in a collection of Williams 
compositions from the 1960s onward, some of which can be considered rarities. 

Programming-wise, Keith Lockhart has put an increased focus on musical theater, attracting 
such leading Broadway artists as Kristen Chenoweth, Idina Menzel, Kelli O'Hara, Berna¬ 
dette Peters, and Billy Porter to the Pops stage. He has worked closely with hundreds of 
talented young musicians, including Fellows of the Tanglewood Music Center, college 
students from the Boston Conservatory and Berklee College of Music, and area high 
school students. He introduced the PopSearch talent competition and the innovative 
JazzFest and EdgeFest series, featuring prominent jazz and indie artists performing with 
the Pops. He is dedicated to building and updating the Boston Pops library of music, which 
contains over five thousand arrangements. 

With a renewed commitment to bring the Boston Pops into the Boston community and 
to important civic events, Keith Lockhart and the Pops have appeared at gubernatorial 
and mayoral inauguration ceremonies; the annual tree lighting in Boston's Public Garden; 
sporting events including Red Sox, Patriots, Bruins, and Celtics games; and the memorial 
service for the Boston Marathon bombing victims. He has led free concerts in such major 
public spaces as Boston Common and Franklin Park, and each holiday season brings 
members of the Pops to play for patients at Children's Hospital. 

Perhaps the most significant key to Keith Lockhart's success is his ability to connect pas¬ 
sionately with audiences through his engaging programs, his commitment to speaking 
directly from the stage with fascinating insights into the music, and his inherent under¬ 
standing of the importance of what sets the Pops experience apart from a traditional 
orchestra concert—an atmosphere of music-making that is both fun and entertaining for 
music lovers of all ages. 

Having just completed an eight-year tenure as principal conductor, Keith Lockhart is now 
chief guest conductor of the BBC Concert Orchestra in London, which he led in the June 
2012 Diamond Jubilee Concert for Queen Elizabeth II; he is also artistic director of the 
Brevard Music Center summer institute and festival in North Carolina. Prior to his BBC 
appointment, he spent eleven years as music director of the Utah Symphony, which he 
led at the 2002 Olympic Winter Games in Salt Lake City. He has appeared as a guest 
conductor with virtually every major symphonic ensemble in North America, as well as 
many prestigious orchestras in Asia and Europe. Prior to coming to Boston, he was the 
associate conductor of both the Cincinnati Symphony and Cincinnati Pops orchestras, as 
well as music director of the Cincinnati Chamber Orchestra. Born in Poughkeepsie, NY, 
Keith Lockhart began his musical studies with piano lessons at the age of seven. He holds 
degrees from Furman University and Carnegie Mellon University, and honorary doctor¬ 
ates from several American universities. Visit keithlockhart.com for further information. 
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In a career spanning six decades, John Williams has become one of America's most 
accomplished and successful composers for film and for the concert stage; he remains 
one of our nation's most distinguished and contributive musical voices. In January 1980, 
Mr. Williams was named nineteenth conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra, succeed¬ 
ing the legendary Arthur Fiedler. He currently holds the title of George and Roberta 
Berry Boston Pops Conductor Laureate, which he assumed following his retirement in 
December 1993, after fourteen highly successful seasons. He also holds the title of Artist- 
in- Residence at Tanglewood. In addition, he maintains thriving artistic relationships 
with many of the world's great orchestras. His 40-year artistic partnership with director 
Steven Spielberg has resulted in such acclaimed and successful films as Schindler's List, 

E.T. The Extra-Terrestrial, Jaws, Jurassic Park, Close Encounters of the Third Kind, the Indiana 
Jones films, Lincoln, Saving Private Ryan, War Horse, The Adventures of Tintin, Amistad, 
Munich, Hook, Catch Me If You Can, Minority Report, A.I. Artificial Intelligence , and Empire 
of the Sun. Mr. Williams also composed the scores for all eight Star Wars films, the first 
three Harry Potter films, Superman, JFK, Born on the Fourth of July, Memoirs of a Geisha, Far 
and Away, The Accidental Tourist, Home Alone, Nixon, The Patriot, The Book Thief, Angela's 
Ashes, Seven Years in Tibet, The Witches of Eastwick, Rosewood, Sleepers, Sabrina, Presumed 
Innocent, The Cowboys, The Reivers , and Goodbye, Mr. Chips , among many others. His most 
recent film project was Spielberg's The Post. He has worked with such legendary directors 
as Alfred Hitchcock, William Wyler, and Robert Altman. He adapted the score for the 
film version of Fiddler on the Roof, for which he composed original violin cadenzas for 
renowned virtuoso Isaac Stern. He has appeared on recordings as pianist and conductor 
with Itzhak Perlman, Joshua Bell, Jessye Norman, and others. Mr. Williams has received 
five Academy Awards and a total of fifty-one Oscar nominations, making him the Acade¬ 
my's most-nominated living person. He also has received seven British Academy Awards 


(BAFTA), twenty-four Grammys, four Golden Globes, five Emmys, and numerous gold and 
platinum records. 

A composition student of Mario Castelnuovo-Tedesco, Mr. Williams also studied piano at 
the Juilliard School with Madame Rosina Lhevinne. He began his career in the film industry 
working with such accomplished composers as Bernard Herrmann, Alfred Newman, and 
Franz Waxman. He went on to write music for more than 200 television films for the 
groundbreaking, early anthology series Alcoa Theatre , Kraft Television Theatre , Chrysler 
Theatre , and Playhouse 90. His more recent contributions to television music include 
themes for NBC Nightly News ("The Mission"), the theme for what has become network 
television's longest-running series, NBC's Meet the Press , and the prestigious PBS arts 
showcase Great Performances. 

Mr. Williams has composed numerous works for the concert stage, among them two sym¬ 
phonies, and concertos for flute, oboe, violin, clarinet, viola, and tuba. His cello concerto 
was commissioned by the Boston Symphony Orchestra and premiered by Yo-Yo Ma at 
Tanglewood in 1994. Mr. Williams also has filled commissions by several of the world's 
leading orchestras, including a bassoon concerto for the New York Philharmonic, a trum¬ 
pet concerto for the Cleveland Orchestra, and a horn concerto for the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra. "Seven for Luck," a seven-piece song cycle for soprano and orchestra based on 
texts by former U.S. Poet Laureate Rita Dove, was premiered by the Boston Symphony at 
Tanglewood in 1998. And at the opening concert of their 2009-10 season, James Levine led 
the Boston Symphony in the premiere of Mr. Williams's "On Willows and Birches," a new 
concerto for harp and orchestra. 

One of America's best-known and most distinctive artistic voices, Mr. Williams has com¬ 
posed music for many important cultural and commemorative events, including "Liberty 
Fanfare" for the rededication of the Statue of Liberty in 1986, "American Journey" for the 
America's Millennium concert in Washington, D.C., on New Year's Eve 1999, and "Sound¬ 
ings" for the gala opening of Walt Disney Concert Hall in Los Angeles. In the world of sport, 
he has contributed musical themes for the 1984,1988, and 1996 Summer Olympic Games, 
and the 2002 Winter Olympic Games. 

Mr. Williams holds honorary degrees from twenty-one American universities, including 
The Juilliard School, Harvard University, Boston College, Northeastern University, Tufts 
University, Boston University, the New England Conservatory of Music, the University 
of Massachusetts at Boston, The Eastman School of Music, the Oberlin Conservatory of 
Music, and the University of Southern California. He is a recipient of the 2009 National 
Medal of Arts, the highest award given to artists by the United States Government. In 2003 
he received the Olympic Order, the IOC's highest honor, for his contributions to the Olym¬ 
pic movement. He served as the Grand Marshal of the 2004 Rose Parade in Pasadena, and 
was a recipient of the Kennedy Center Honor in December 2004. In 2016, he received the 
AFI's Life Achievement Award, the first time this award has been given to a composer. In 
January 2009, Mr. Williams composed and arranged "Air and Simple Gifts" especially for 
the inaugural ceremony of President Barack Obama.

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In 2018 the Boston Pops, affectionately called 
"America's Orchestra," enters its 133rd season 
of entertaining audiences in Boston and beyond 
Boston Pops Conductor Keith Lockhart marks 
his 24th year at the helm of the orchestra. The 
season's major focus is a celebration of the 
music of Leonard Bernstein—a towering, 
multi-faceted, and influential artistic figure of 
the 20th century—marking the centennial of his birth in Lawrence, Massachusetts. 


When Civil War veteran Henry Lee Higginson founded the Boston Symphony Orchestra 
in 1881, he called its establishment "the dream of my life." From the start he intended to 
present, in the warmer months, concerts of light classics and the popular music of the 
day. From a practical perspective, Higginson realized that these "lighter" performances, 
to be called "Promenade Concerts," would provide year-round employment for his 
musicians, and in 1885 he was able to fulfill his vision. In May of that year—a little more 
than a month before the inaugural "Promenade Concert''—German-born conductor 
Adolf Neuendorff, under the aegis of the BSO, conducted a series of "Popular Concerts" 
in the Boston Music Hall, where the audience sat in typical concert seating and no 
refreshments were served. On July 11,1885, Neuendorff—who became the first con¬ 
ductor of the Pops, before that name was officially adopted—led the first official "Prom¬ 
enade Concert," distinguished from "Popular Concerts" by virtue of seating (tables 
and chairs instead of auditorium-style rows), program format (three parts divided by 
two intermissions, during which patrons could promenade around the concert hall), 
and the availability of food and beverages. For the rest of the 19th century, although 
formally called "Promenade Concerts," they continued to be referred to informally as 
"Popular," which eventually became shortened to "Pops," the name officially adopted 
in 1900. The following year the orchestra performed for the first time in its new home, 
Symphony Hall. Not only is this performance space acoustically outstanding, it was also 
designed, at Higginson's insistence, so that the rows of floor seats for Boston Symphony

concerts could be replaced by 
tables and chairs for Pops con¬ 
certs. To this day, patrons sit¬ 
ting at the cabaret-style tables 
can enjoy food and drink, along 
with the kind of musical enter¬ 
tainment only the Boston Pops 
can provide. 
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Some people may not realize 
that there were seventeen 

Pops conductors, beginning with the aforementioned Adolf Neuendorff, who preceded 
Arthur Fiedler, the first American-born musician to lead the orchestra. In his nearly 

50-year tenure as Pops Conductor (1930- 
1979), Arthur Fiedler established the Boston 
Pops as a national icon. He moved the Pops 
beyond its origins in light-classical music 
into the world of pop culture, showcasing the 
popular artists of the day as well as the work 
of young American composers and arrangers. 
Mr. Fiedler organized the first free outdoor 
orchestral concerts on the Charles River 
Esplanade that led to Boston's now-famous 
Fourth of July concert, established the Pops 
as the most recorded orchestra in history- 
including the best-seller "Jalousie"—and intro¬ 
duced the Evening at Pops television series, bringing the orchestra into the living rooms of 
countless Americans. 



When John Williams (1980-1993) succeeded Arthur Fiedler, he was the most highly 
acclaimed composer in Hollywood, and today, 
with 51 Academy Award nominations, he is the 
most-nominated living person in Academy his¬ 
tory. With the Pops, Mr. Williams continued the 
orchestra's prolific recording tradition with a series 
of best-selling albums for the Philips and Sony 
Classical labels, broadened and updated the Pops

He traveled extensively with the 
Pops both nationally and international¬ 
ly, leading the Pops on its first tours to 
Japan. Mr. Williams also brought a bit of

Scorsese, and Frank Langella, not to mention Darth Vader, R2D2, and C3PO. 


Having led more than 1,900 Boston Pops concerts in his 23-year tenure, Keith Lockhart 
(1995-present) has created programs that reach out to a broader and younger audience 
by presenting artists—both established performers and rising stars—from virtually every 
corner of the entertainment world, all the while maintaining the Pops' appeal to its core 

audience. He has made 79 television shows, 
led 43 national and four overseas tours 
with the Boston Pops Esplanade Orchestra, 
led the Pops at several high-profile sports 
events, and recorded fourteen albums. Mr. 
Lockhart's tenure has been marked by a dra¬ 
matic increase in touring, the orchestra's first 
Grammy nominations, the first major network 
national broadcast of the Fourth-of-July spec¬ 
tacular from the Esplanade, and the release 
of the Boston Pops' first self-produced and 
self-distributed recordings. In 2017 the Pops 
opened a new page in its history, as the Pops 
organization presented its first self-produced 
Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular. This year the Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular will 
mark its 45th year as one of the nation's proudest holiday traditions. Eaton Vance, a lead¬ 
ing global asset manager based in Boston, is the presenting sponsor of the Boston Pops 
Fireworks Spectacular and Bloomberg, the global business and financial information and 
news leader, is a major sponsor and media partner; both companies made initial three- 
year commitments to the event in 2017.

The BSO's web site (bso.org) provides information on all Boston Symphony and Boston Pops activi¬ 
ties at Symphony Hall and at Tanglewood, and is updated regularly. In addition, tickets for BSO and 
Pops concerts can be purchased online through a secure credit card transaction. 

Please note: In consideration of our artists and patrons, late seating will take place only during the 
seating break approximately five minutes after the start of each performance. 

Smoking is not permitted anywhere in Symphony Hall. 

Camera and recording equipment may not be brought into Symphony Hall during concerts. 

To avoid delays in food service, patrons at tables are encouraged to place their orders as early 
as possible. 

Patrons who bring bags to Symphony Hall are subject to mandatory inspections before entering 
the building. 

In the event of a building emergency, patrons will be notified by an announcement from the stage. 
Should the building need to be evacuated, please exit via the nearest door (see map on opposite 
page), or according to instructions. 

The box office is open from 10am until 6pm Monday through Friday and 4:30pm until 8:30pm on 
Saturday during the Pops season. The box office closes a half-hour past starting time for evening 
concerts. In addition, the box office opens at noon for the Saturday and Sunday matinee performances.

Using archival materials displayed on the orchestra and first-balcony levels of Symphony 
Hall, this season's BSO Archives exhibit recognizes three significant anniversaries. 

CELEBRATING THE BERNSTEIN CENTENNIAL 

Anticipating the iooth anniversary on August 25, 2018, of Leonard Bernstein's birth, 
the Archives has assembled materials documenting Bernstein's Boston roots and his 
deep, lifelong connection with the BSO, Tanglewood, and the Boston Pops. 

• An exhibit in the Brooke Corridor focuses on Bernstein's early connections with Boston 
and the BSO. 

• An exhibit case on the first balcony, audience-right, is devoted to the world premiere of 
Bernstein's opera Trouble in Tahiti on June 12, 1952, as part of a Creative Arts Festival 
at Brandeis University in which many BSO members performed. 

• An exhibit case on the first balcony, audience-left, documents BSO performances of Bee¬ 
thoven's Missa Solemnis at Tanglewood in 1951,1955, and 1971 led by Leonard Bernstein in 
memory of his mentor, BSO conductor Serge Koussevitzlcy. 

• A display in the Cabot-Cahners Room of photographs, musical scores, and memorabilia 
documents the BSO premieres of works by Leonard Bernstein and B SO-commissioned 
works by Bernstein himself. 

MARKING THE IOOTH ANNIVERSARY OF THE BSO'S FIRST RECORDINGS IN 1917 

One hundred years ago the BSO traveled to Camden, New Jersey, to make its very first 
recordings for the Victor Talking Machine Co. (later RCA Victor). 

• An exhibit near the backstage door in the Brooke Corridor focuses on the turbulent World 
War I era during which the BSO's first recordings were made. 

• A display on the first balcony, audience-left, documents the BSO’s first recording sessions 
of October 2-5,1917.

John Williams and Leonard Bernstein at Harvard Night at Pops, June 6, 1989, marking the 50th reunion of 
Bernstein's class 
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Having celebrated his twentieth anniversary as Boston Pops Conductor in 2015, Keith 
Lockhart is the second longest-tenured conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra since its 
founding in 1885. He took over as conductor in 1995, following John Williams's thirteen- 
year tenure from 1980 to 1993; Mr. Williams succeeded the legendary Arthur Fiedler, who 
was at the helm of the orchestra for nearly fifty years. During his tenure, Keith Lockhart 
has significantly expanded Pops programming, focused on national annual touring, and 
participated in major media events. He has solidified the orchestra's place in the fabric of 
the New England community and has led the Boston Pops in countless performance situ¬ 
ations. The list of more than 250 guest artists with whom he has collaborated is a virtual 
"who's who" of performers and pop culture icons. 

Keith Lockhart, who occupies the Julian and Eunice Cohen Boston Pops Conductor chair, 
has conducted more than 1,900 Boston Pops concerts, most of which have taken place 
during the orchestra's spring and holiday seasons in Boston's historic Symphony Hall. 
Mr. Lockhart has also led annual Boston Pops appearances at Tanglewood, 43 national 
tours to more than 150 cities in 38 states, and four international tours to Japan and Korea. 
He and the Pops have made 79 television shows and participated in such high-profile 
sporting events as Super Bowl XXXVI, the 2008 NBA finals, the 2013 Boston Red Sox 
Ring Ceremony, and the Red Sox Opening Day game at Fenway Park in 2009. The annual 
July 4 Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular draws a live audience of over half a million to 
the Charles River Esplanade and millions more who view it on television or live webcast. 
Last year, with Eaton Vance as presenting sponsor and Bloomberg exclusive media partner, 
the Pops organization presented its first self-produced Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular, 
which was broadcast on Bloomberg Television and all its media outlets. Both companies 
made initial three-year commitments to the event in 2017. 



Mr. Lockhart has led eight albums on the RCA Victor/BMG Classics label, including two— 
The Celtic Album and The Latin Album— that earned Grammy nominations. Recent releases 
on Boston Pops Recordings include The Red Sox Album, A Boston Pops Christmas-Live 
from Symphony Hall , and The Dream Lives On: A Portrait of the Kennedy Brothers , which 
was a Boston Pops commission premiered in 2010 during the orchestra's 125th season. 
Released at the beginning of the 2017 Pops season, Lights , Camera...Music! Six Decades of 
John Williams features Keith Lockhart leading the Boston Pops in a collection of Williams 
compositions from the 1960s onward, some of which can be considered rarities. 

Programming-wise, Keith Lockhart has put an increased focus on musical theater, attracting 
such leading Broadway artists as Kristen Chenoweth, Idina Menzel, Kelli O'Hara, Berna¬ 
dette Peters, and Billy Porter to the Pops stage. He has worked closely with hundreds of 
talented young musicians, including Fellows of the Tanglewood Music Center, college 
students from the Boston Conservatory and Berklee College of Music, and area high 
school students. He introduced the PopSearch talent competition and the innovative 
JazzFest and EdgeFest series, featuring prominent jazz and indie artists performing with 
the Pops. He is dedicated to building and updating the Boston Pops library of music, which 
contains over five thousand arrangements. 

With a renewed commitment to bring the Boston Pops into the Boston community and 
to important civic events, Keith Lockhart and the Pops have appeared at gubernatorial 
and mayoral inauguration ceremonies; the annual tree lighting in Boston's Public Garden; 
sporting events including Red Sox, Patriots, Bruins, and Celtics games; and the memorial 
service for the Boston Marathon bombing victims. He has led free concerts in such major 
public spaces as Boston Common and Franklin Park, and each holiday season brings 
members of the Pops to play for patients at Children's Hospital. 

Perhaps the most significant key to Keith Lockhart's success is his ability to connect pas¬ 
sionately with audiences through his engaging programs, his commitment to speaking 
directly from the stage with fascinating insights into the music, and his inherent under¬ 
standing of the importance of what sets the Pops experience apart from a traditional 
orchestra concert—an atmosphere of music-making that is both fun and entertaining for 
music lovers of all ages. 

Having just completed an eight-year tenure as principal conductor, Keith Lockhart is now 
chief guest conductor of the BBC Concert Orchestra in London, which he led in the June 
2012 Diamond Jubilee Concert for Queen Elizabeth II; he is also artistic director of the 
Brevard Music Center summer institute and festival in North Carolina. Prior to his BBC 
appointment, he spent eleven years as music director of the Utah Symphony, which he 
led at the 2002 Olympic Winter Games in Salt Lake City. He has appeared as a guest 
conductor with virtually every major symphonic ensemble in North America, as well as 
many prestigious orchestras in Asia and Europe. Prior to coming to Boston, he was the 
associate conductor of both the Cincinnati Symphony and Cincinnati Pops orchestras, as 
well as music director of the Cincinnati Chamber Orchestra. Born in Poughkeepsie, NY, 
Keith Lockhart began his musical studies with piano lessons at the age of seven. He holds 
degrees from Furman University and Carnegie Mellon University, and honorary doctor¬ 
ates from several American universities. Visit keithlockhart.com for further information. 
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In a career spanning six decades, John Williams has become one of America's most 
accomplished and successful composers for film and for the concert stage; he remains 
one of our nation's most distinguished and contributive musical voices. In January 1980, 
Mr. Williams was named nineteenth conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra, succeed¬ 
ing the legendary Arthur Fiedler. He currently holds the title of George and Roberta 
Berry Boston Pops Conductor Laureate, which he assumed following his retirement in 
December 1993, after fourteen highly successful seasons. He also holds the title of Artist- 
in- Residence at Tanglewood. In addition, he maintains thriving artistic relationships 
with many of the world's great orchestras. His 40-year artistic partnership with director 
Steven Spielberg has resulted in such acclaimed and successful films as Schindler's List, 

E.T. The Extra-Terrestrial, Jaws, Jurassic Park, Close Encounters of the Third Kind, the Indiana 
Jones films, Lincoln, Saving Private Ryan, War Horse, The Adventures of Tintin, Amistad, 
Munich, Hook, Catch Me If You Can, Minority Report, A.I. Artificial Intelligence , and Empire 
of the Sun. Mr. Williams also composed the scores for all eight Star Wars films, the first 
three Harry Potter films, Superman, JFK, Born on the Fourth of July, Memoirs of a Geisha, Far 
and Away, The Accidental Tourist, Home Alone, Nixon, The Patriot, The Book Thief, Angela's 
Ashes, Seven Years in Tibet, The Witches of Eastwick, Rosewood, Sleepers, Sabrina, Presumed 
Innocent, The Cowboys, The Reivers , and Goodbye, Mr. Chips , among many others. His most 
recent film project was Spielberg's The Post. He has worked with such legendary directors 
as Alfred Hitchcock, William Wyler, and Robert Altman. He adapted the score for the 
film version of Fiddler on the Roof, for which he composed original violin cadenzas for 
renowned virtuoso Isaac Stern. He has appeared on recordings as pianist and conductor 
with Itzhak Perlman, Joshua Bell, Jessye Norman, and others. Mr. Williams has received 
five Academy Awards and a total of fifty-one Oscar nominations, making him the Acade¬ 
my's most-nominated living person. He also has received seven British Academy Awards 


(BAFTA), twenty-four Grammys, four Golden Globes, five Emmys, and numerous gold and 
platinum records. 

A composition student of Mario Castelnuovo-Tedesco, Mr. Williams also studied piano at 
the Juilliard School with Madame Rosina Lhevinne. He began his career in the film industry 
working with such accomplished composers as Bernard Herrmann, Alfred Newman, and 
Franz Waxman. He went on to write music for more than 200 television films for the 
groundbreaking, early anthology series Alcoa Theatre , Kraft Television Theatre , Chrysler 
Theatre , and Playhouse 90. His more recent contributions to television music include 
themes for NBC Nightly News ("The Mission"), the theme for what has become network 
television's longest-running series, NBC's Meet the Press , and the prestigious PBS arts 
showcase Great Performances. 

Mr. Williams has composed numerous works for the concert stage, among them two sym¬ 
phonies, and concertos for flute, oboe, violin, clarinet, viola, and tuba. His cello concerto 
was commissioned by the Boston Symphony Orchestra and premiered by Yo-Yo Ma at 
Tanglewood in 1994. Mr. Williams also has filled commissions by several of the world's 
leading orchestras, including a bassoon concerto for the New York Philharmonic, a trum¬ 
pet concerto for the Cleveland Orchestra, and a horn concerto for the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra. "Seven for Luck," a seven-piece song cycle for soprano and orchestra based on 
texts by former U.S. Poet Laureate Rita Dove, was premiered by the Boston Symphony at 
Tanglewood in 1998. And at the opening concert of their 2009-10 season, James Levine led 
the Boston Symphony in the premiere of Mr. Williams's "On Willows and Birches," a new 
concerto for harp and orchestra. 

One of America's best-known and most distinctive artistic voices, Mr. Williams has com¬ 
posed music for many important cultural and commemorative events, including "Liberty 
Fanfare" for the rededication of the Statue of Liberty in 1986, "American Journey" for the 
America's Millennium concert in Washington, D.C., on New Year's Eve 1999, and "Sound¬ 
ings" for the gala opening of Walt Disney Concert Hall in Los Angeles. In the world of sport, 
he has contributed musical themes for the 1984,1988, and 1996 Summer Olympic Games, 
and the 2002 Winter Olympic Games. 

Mr. Williams holds honorary degrees from twenty-one American universities, including 
The Juilliard School, Harvard University, Boston College, Northeastern University, Tufts 
University, Boston University, the New England Conservatory of Music, the University 
of Massachusetts at Boston, The Eastman School of Music, the Oberlin Conservatory of 
Music, and the University of Southern California. He is a recipient of the 2009 National 
Medal of Arts, the highest award given to artists by the United States Government. In 2003 
he received the Olympic Order, the IOC's highest honor, for his contributions to the Olym¬ 
pic movement. He served as the Grand Marshal of the 2004 Rose Parade in Pasadena, and 
was a recipient of the Kennedy Center Honor in December 2004. In 2016, he received the 
AFI's Life Achievement Award, the first time this award has been given to a composer. In 
January 2009, Mr. Williams composed and arranged "Air and Simple Gifts" especially for 
the inaugural ceremony of President Barack Obama.

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In 2018 the Boston Pops, affectionately called 
"America's Orchestra," enters its 133rd season 
of entertaining audiences in Boston and beyond 
Boston Pops Conductor Keith Lockhart marks 
his 24th year at the helm of the orchestra. The 
season's major focus is a celebration of the 
music of Leonard Bernstein—a towering, 
multi-faceted, and influential artistic figure of 
the 20th century—marking the centennial of his birth in Lawrence, Massachusetts. 


When Civil War veteran Henry Lee Higginson founded the Boston Symphony Orchestra 
in 1881, he called its establishment "the dream of my life." From the start he intended to 
present, in the warmer months, concerts of light classics and the popular music of the 
day. From a practical perspective, Higginson realized that these "lighter" performances, 
to be called "Promenade Concerts," would provide year-round employment for his 
musicians, and in 1885 he was able to fulfill his vision. In May of that year—a little more 
than a month before the inaugural "Promenade Concert''—German-born conductor 
Adolf Neuendorff, under the aegis of the BSO, conducted a series of "Popular Concerts" 
in the Boston Music Hall, where the audience sat in typical concert seating and no 
refreshments were served. On July 11,1885, Neuendorff—who became the first con¬ 
ductor of the Pops, before that name was officially adopted—led the first official "Prom¬ 
enade Concert," distinguished from "Popular Concerts" by virtue of seating (tables 
and chairs instead of auditorium-style rows), program format (three parts divided by 
two intermissions, during which patrons could promenade around the concert hall), 
and the availability of food and beverages. For the rest of the 19th century, although 
formally called "Promenade Concerts," they continued to be referred to informally as 
"Popular," which eventually became shortened to "Pops," the name officially adopted 
in 1900. The following year the orchestra performed for the first time in its new home, 
Symphony Hall. Not only is this performance space acoustically outstanding, it was also 
designed, at Higginson's insistence, so that the rows of floor seats for Boston Symphony

concerts could be replaced by 
tables and chairs for Pops con¬ 
certs. To this day, patrons sit¬ 
ting at the cabaret-style tables 
can enjoy food and drink, along 
with the kind of musical enter¬ 
tainment only the Boston Pops 
can provide. 
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Some people may not realize 
that there were seventeen 

Pops conductors, beginning with the aforementioned Adolf Neuendorff, who preceded 
Arthur Fiedler, the first American-born musician to lead the orchestra. In his nearly 

50-year tenure as Pops Conductor (1930- 
1979), Arthur Fiedler established the Boston 
Pops as a national icon. He moved the Pops 
beyond its origins in light-classical music 
into the world of pop culture, showcasing the 
popular artists of the day as well as the work 
of young American composers and arrangers. 
Mr. Fiedler organized the first free outdoor 
orchestral concerts on the Charles River 
Esplanade that led to Boston's now-famous 
Fourth of July concert, established the Pops 
as the most recorded orchestra in history- 
including the best-seller "Jalousie"—and intro¬ 
duced the Evening at Pops television series, bringing the orchestra into the living rooms of 
countless Americans. 



When John Williams (1980-1993) succeeded Arthur Fiedler, he was the most highly 
acclaimed composer in Hollywood, and today, 
with 51 Academy Award nominations, he is the 
most-nominated living person in Academy his¬ 
tory. With the Pops, Mr. Williams continued the 
orchestra's prolific recording tradition with a series 
of best-selling albums for the Philips and Sony 
Classical labels, broadened and updated the Pops 
repertoire—commissioning new compositions and 
introducing new arrangements of Boston Pops 
classics— and entertained audiences with live

scores. He traveled extensively with the 
Pops both nationally and international¬ 
ly, leading the Pops on its first tours to 
Japan. Mr. Williams also brought a bit of 
Hollywood to the Pops stage, with special 
appearances by Steven Spielberg, Martin 
Scorsese, and Frank Langella, not to mention Darth Vader, R2D2, and C3PO. 


Having led more than 1,900 Boston Pops concerts in his 23-year tenure, Keith Lockhart 
(1995-present) has created programs that reach out to a broader and younger audience 
by presenting artists—both established performers and rising stars—from virtually every 
corner of the entertainment world, all the while maintaining the Pops' appeal to its core 

audience. He has made 79 television shows, 
led 43 national and four overseas tours 
with the Boston Pops Esplanade Orchestra, 
led the Pops at several high-profile sports 
events, and recorded fourteen albums. Mr. 
Lockhart's tenure has been marked by a dra¬ 
matic increase in touring, the orchestra's first 
Grammy nominations, the first major network 
national broadcast of the Fourth-of-July spec¬ 
tacular from the Esplanade, and the release 
of the Boston Pops' first self-produced and 
self-distributed recordings. In 2017 the Pops 
opened a new page in its history, as the Pops 
organization presented its first self-produced 
Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular. This year the Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular will 
mark its 45th year as one of the nation's proudest holiday traditions. Eaton Vance, a lead¬ 
ing global asset manager based in Boston, is the presenting sponsor of the Boston Pops 
Fireworks Spectacular and Bloomberg, the global business and financial information and 
news leader, is a major sponsor and media partner; both companies made initial three- 
year commitments to the event in 2017.

Fraser, both of which came on the heels of his New Year's Eve starring Mario Thomas and 
Keith Carradine at his favorite theatre, the George Street Playhouse in New Brunswick. He 
wrote his first musical, West Side Story , in 1957, followed by Gypsy and others. His screen¬ 
plays include The Snake Pit, Rope, Anastasia, The Way We Were , and The Turning Point. His 
own play, Invitation to a March (1960), was the first of several he directed. I Can Get It for 
You Wholesale (1961) was the first musical he directed, followed by others including La Cage 
aux Folles and Gypsy, in productions with Angela Lansbury, Tyne Daly, and Patti LuPone. In 
2000 he wrote a memoir, Original Story By. Mainly on Directing: West Side Story, Gypsy, and 
Other Musicals was published in 2009, and his posthumous memoir, The Rest of the Story, 
in 2012. 

Leonard Bernstein (1918-1990) wrote the music for West Side Story. Composer, conduc¬ 
tor, author, teacher, and recording artist, Bernstein transformed the way Americans and 
people everywhere hear and appreciate music. A few of his many compositions include 
the symphonies Jeremiah and The Age of Anxiety, the theater piece Mass, Chichester Psalms, 
Divertimento, the film score for On the Waterfront, the ballets Fancy Free and Facsimile, 
and the operas Trouble in Tahiti and A Quiet Place. He was music director of the New

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York Philharmonic from 1958 to 1969 and, over his lifetime, conducted many of the major 
orchestras of the world. His Broadway musicals include Wonderful Town, Candide, 1600 
Pennsylvania Avenue , and the immensely popular West Side Story. 


Stephen Sondheim (b.1930), who wrote the lyrics for West Side Story , wrote both music 
and lyrics for Saturday Night , A Funny Thing Happened on the Way to the Forum , Anyone Can 
Whistle , Company , Follies , A Little Night Music , The Frogs, Pacific Overtures , Sweeney Todd , 
Merrily We Roll Along , Sunday in the Park With George, Into the Woods, Assassins, Passion, and 
Road Show, as well as lyrics for West S/cfe Story, Gypsy, Do I Hear a Waltz ? and additional 
lyrics for Candide. Anthologies of his work as composer and lyricist include Side by Side by 
Sondheim, Marry Me a Little, You're Gonna Love Tomorrow, Putting It Together, and Sondheim 
on Sondheim. For films, he composed the score of Stavisky, background music for Reds, as 
well as songs for Dick Tracy and the television production Evening Primrose. He co-authored 
the film The Last of Sheila and the play Getting Away with Murder. Mr. Sondheim is on the 
council of the Dramatists Guild, having served as its president from 1973 to 1981. 


Jerome Robbins (1918-1998), who was responsible for the original concept and the original 
Broadway direction and choreography of West Side Story, was world-renowned for his work 
as a choreographer of ballets as well as his work as a director and choreographer in theater, 
movies, and television. His Broadway shows include On the Town, Billion Dollar Baby, High 
Button Shoes, West Side Story, The King and I, Gypsy, Peter Pan, Miss Liberty, Call Me Madam, 
and Fiddler on the Roof. His last Broadway production in 1989, Jerome Robbins' Broadway, 
won six Tony Awards including Best Musical and Best Director. Among the more than 60 
ballets he created are Fancy Free; Afternoon of a Faun; The Concert; Dances at a Gathering; In 
the Night; In G Major; Other Dances; Glass Pieces; and Ives, Songs. His last ballets include A 
Suite of Dances created for Mikhail Baryshnikov (1994), 2 &3 Part Inventions (1994), West 
Side Story Suite (1995), and Brandenburg (1996). In addition to two Academy Awards for 
the film West Side Story, he received four Tony Awards, five Donaldson Awards, two Emmy 
Awards, the Screen Directors Guild Award, and the New York Drama Critics Circle Award. 
He was a 1981 Kennedy Center Honors recipient and was awarded the French Chevalier 
dans I'Ordre National de la Legion d'Honneur.

The BSO's web site (bso.org) provides information on all Boston Symphony and Boston Pops activi¬ 
ties at Symphony Hall and at Tanglewood, and is updated regularly. In addition, tickets for BSO and 
Pops concerts can be purchased online through a secure credit card transaction. 

Please note: In consideration of our artists and patrons, late seating will take place only during the 
seating break approximately five minutes after the start of each performance. 

Smoking is not permitted anywhere in Symphony Hall. 

Camera and recording equipment may not be brought into Symphony Hall during concerts. 

To avoid delays in food service, patrons at tables are encouraged to place their orders as early 
as possible. 

Patrons who bring bags to Symphony Hall are subject to mandatory inspections before entering 
the building. 

In the event of a building emergency, patrons will be notified by an announcement from the stage. 
Should the building need to be evacuated, please exit via the nearest door (see map on opposite 
page), or according to instructions. 

The box office is open from 10am until 6pm Monday through Friday and 4:30pm until 8:30pm on 
Saturday during the Pops season. The box office closes a half-hour past starting time for evening 
concerts. In addition, the box office opens at noon for the Saturday and Sunday matinee performances. 

To purchase Boston Pops tickets: American Express, MasterCard, Visa, Diners Club, Discover, 
a personal check, and cash are accepted at the box office. To charge tickets instantly on a major 
credit card, call "SymphonyCharge" at (617) 266-1200, from 10am until 5pm Monday through 
Friday and from 12:30pm until 4:30pm on Saturday. Outside the 617 area code, phone 1-888-266- 
1200. As noted above, tickets can also be purchased online. There is a handling fee of $6.50 for 
each ticket ordered by phone or online. 

Ticket prices range from $30 to $150. For Group Sales of 20 or more and Event Planning, call 
800-933-4255. 

First aid facilities for both men and women are available. On-call physicians attending concerts 
should leave their names and seat locations at the Cohen Wing entrance on Huntington Avenue. 

For patrons with disabilities, elevator access to Symphony Hall is available at both the Massachu¬ 
setts Avenue and Cohen Wing entrances. An access service center, large print programs, and 
accessible restrooms are available inside the Cohen Wing. For more information, call the Access 
Services Administrator line at (617) 638-9431 or TDD/TTY (617) 638-9289. 

Elevators are located outside the O'Block/Kay and Cabot-Cahners rooms on the Massachusetts 
Avenue side of Symphony Hall, and in the Cohen Wing. 

The Eunice S. and Julian Cohen Wing, adjacent to Symphony Hall on Huntington Avenue, may be 
entered by the Symphony Hall West Entrance. 

Ladies' rooms are located on both main corridors of the orchestra level, as well as at both ends of 
the first balcony, audience-left, and in the Cohen Wing. 

Men's rooms are located on the orchestra level, audience-right, outside the O'Block/Kay Room 
near the elevator; on the first-balcony level, also audience-right, near the elevator, outside the 
Cabot-Cahners Room; and in the Cohen Wing. 


Coatrooms are located on the orchestra and first-balcony levels, audience-left, outside the 
O'Block/Kay and Cabot-Cahners rooms, and in the Cohen Wing. Please note that the BSO is not 
responsible for personal apparel or other property of patrons. 

Lounges and Bar Service: There are two lounges in Symphony Hall. The O'Block/Kay Room on the 
orchestra level and the Cabot-Cahners Room on the first-balcony level serve drinks starting one 
hour before each performance. 

Lost and found is located at the security desk at the Symphony Hall stage door on St. Stephen Street. 

Parking: The Prudential Center Garage and Copley Place Parking on Huntington Avenue offer 
discounted parking to any Boston Pops patron with a ticket stub for evening performances. Patrons 
parking at the Prudential Center must have their tickets validated at Customer Service in order 
to receive the discount. There are several other paid garages in the area and limited street parking 
is available.
